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CORRESPONDENCE EPITOMISED: General Lying-in Hos- 
pital: An Appeal: The Countess of Birkenhead;

FROM many quarters, indeed from all quarters, there come 
urgent and earnest expressions of a conviction, which is general, 
of the need for the calling together of a Jewish Synod. Rabbi Dr. 
Epstein, who in this.country has so largely made the question his 
own, addressed a luminous communication on the subject to our 
columns last week. And he showed that the demand which he 
formulated at the Conference of Anglo-Jewish Preachers lasf year 
had at least, in principle, the approval of such a pillar of orthodoxy 
as Rabbi CHAIM SONNENFELD. We know that Rabbi Kook, of 
Jerusalem, is also strongly in favour of such a gathering. Dr. H. 
PEREIRA MENDES, of New York... one of the foremost orthodox 
Ministers who has in recent years held a pulpit in the United 
States, only a week or two ago spoke strongly in favour of sucha 
meeting. A pamphlet issued a few weeks ago by Dr. “CLAUDE 
MONTEFIORE, which gave his views on ~ Liberal”’ Judaism, proved 
irresistibly, from an altogether different angle, the: necessity 
for establishing a means whereby Jewish Law can be re-interpreted 
in deference to Jewish Tradition, in the light of modern require- 
ments and modern conditions. We do not mean to suggest that 
Dr. MONTEFIORE and his friends would feel themselves bound by 
any decision at which any such Synod as is contemplated would 
arrive. But we do undoubtedly think that his pamphlet is an 
up-to-date proof of the extravagant and amomalous lengths to 
which Jews may be tempted to go in their religious views, when 
once they have thrown over everything in the nature of definite 
authority.. And many Jews are doing 80, because they resent 
such authority as upon many questions exists which is palpably 
inconsistent with the sentiments and aspirations of Jews living 
here and now. The Deputies have had before them more than once 
recently, and they had before them again on Sunday, the questions 
involved in respect to the Jewish Law concerning Divorce. It is 
confessedly a very difficult subject, as our pages during the last 
few weeks testify. For, apart from whether Jewish Law is prefer- 
able to the Civil Law on the matter, they are different, if not 


In amy case, a real grievance has been 
shown to exist in respect to them, and in this connection we would 
refer our readers to the letter that appears elsewhere from Rabbi 
Dr. SALIs Daicnes, of Edinburgh. Whether his contention can be 
said to be the last word on the problem or not can really be decided 
Only by the assembling of such a body as has been proposed by way 
ofaSynod. To be sure, the difficulties in the path of the forming 
of such a gathering are by mo means trifling. The constitution of the 
Synod—whether it is to be an entirely ecclesiastical body, or an 
entirely rabbinical body, or whether it is to be composed of Rabbis, 
Ministers and laymen, and if so wpon what basis they are tobe selected, 
or how they are to be elected—all these questions constitute in them- 
selves a very wilderness of teasing problems, 


ever 


It occurs to us, how- 
, that perhaps—and we do not put it any more strongly—the 
nucleus of a Synod such as so many of us desire, could be found 
in the assembly which is abeut to meet of supporters of the Inter- 
national Society that has been formed for farthering the Observance 
of the Sabbath. That body will comprise learned Rabbis from all 
parts of the world, and it is impossible to believe that they will 
gather (ogether for the purpose they have in view merely to utter 
more or less elaborate disquisitions on the desirability of recog- 
nising the obligations of the Fourth Commandment. They must 
have before them the conditions and circumstances which conduce 
in so large a measure to the neglect of the Sabbath Day, and so 
they will be led on naturally to consider what can be done—if any- 
thing can be done—to re-shape Sabbath ordinances in conformity 
with modern life. Thus, upon the question of the Sabbath th 
Conference will partake of the nature of a Synod such as is 
vontemplated, and there seems no reason why it should not e@ond 
its purview to other questions affecting Jews and Jewish life. In 
wny event, the cry for a synod has been made for sufficiently long. 
The proposal is no new one, but its urgency grows cumulatively. 
The sooner, then, the difficulties concerning the constitution of 
such a body are faced and overcome, the sooner we are convinced, 
will a great and important step be takenin maintaining in these 
days all that is valuable—and for Jews it is invaluable—in the 
Jewish Faith.

This review is not only, as it was intended to be, 
a tribute to the kindly consideration always shown him by his 
Congregation, and the public appreciation he has in all quarters of 
the Community elicited, but also to the spirit and devotion he has 
brougyt to bear in the discharge of his onerous and responsible. 
duties. That Mr. ADLER may be granted many more years in which

The Weinberg Casting Machine. 


As appears from the references to the matter at the meeting 
of the Deputies on Sunday, the Board of Shechita is keeping 
in close touch with the development of the apparatus for 
casting invented by Mr. Wernperc, of Leeds, So far as we 
are aware, we know of no other that up till now has been shown

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to possess its practical advantages. Whether all the practical dis- 
advantages of the apparatus, which were abundantly evident when it 
was last demonstrated in London, have been overcome, is, to be sure, 
an entively different question. That cannot be decided until the 
machine is tested thoroughly by independent experts. At a recent 
demonstration in Leeds, the claim was made that many of the 
Obvious faults of the apparatus had been remedied. Unfortunately, 
however, no Shochet was present. It was thus not possible to say to 
what extent the machine even with the improrements that have been 
made in it, is fitted for the purposes of Shechita. The Board is, we 
are sure, fully seized with the importance of this matter, both from 
the point of view of humaneness to animals, which is a governing 
element in the method for killing adopted by Jews, as well as from 
that of the public in general, whose minds have been so largely 
prejudiced against Shechita by our “ not friends’ who have found 
a convenient, but by no menns conclusive. argument in the casting 
process at in vogue.

Scraps. 
By Mentor. 


HE perennial question of the observance by Jews of 
Christmas crops. up with unerring sureness as the 
calendar approaches the great Christian Festival. This 
year the difficulty that some Jews experience in being Jews 

on the 25th December, as well as on the other 364 days of the year— 
which may or may not say much for them—is enhanced by the disoblig- 
img cccurrence of Chanucah. Frequently it iskind enough to these 
people to occur round about the Christmas week, and so give an 
opportunity to them for all sorts of jollification appropriate to 
Christmas while allowing them to call it the observance of Channeah. 
This, perhaps, accounts for two experiences I met with this year. One 
was Jewish and the other non-Jewish. I happened to be present 
at a children’s Chanucah party, when a lady complained to me 
that she thought it very absurd of Jews, just because they happen 
to be Jews, to keep Christmas a fortnight before their fellow- 
citizens. After all, she said, we are in a Christian country, and 


if we must keep Chanucah, we ought to keep it at the 
Christian time. 


A similar experience was that of a Christian friend of 
mine who is blessed or otherwise with a large number of Jewish 
acquaintances. He told me that he had sent out to a certain 
number of these friends an invitation to dine with him on the 25th 
December, and he had been careful, out of presumed deference to 
Jewish feeling, not to call it Christmas Day but to word the invita- 
tion as being for “Dinner on your Dedication Day.’ The grim 
irony of calling what is pepularly but erroneously observed 
as the birthday anniversary of the founder of Christianity the 
Jewish Dedication Day really leaps to the eyes. When one 
comes to think of what Christianity has meant for the Jew 
throughout history and what the Jew has received at its hands— 
and I am not now thinking merely of cruelty and persecution, 
fam thinking of the nearly two thousand years of repression of 
Jewish culture, of Jewish thought, of Jewish ethical development 
—then sheer self-respect ought to fovbid any Jew observing or 
pretending to observe (for as a matter of fact the sort of Jew I have 


in mind does not really observe, he at most observes mockingly) the 
annual Christmas Festival. 


Jewish self-vespect, wuich involves proper respect for 
Judaism and for Jews, is, it. would seem, a minus quantity in 
at least some sections of our community. Witness, please, a circular 
sent out the other day by the egregious Society of Jews and 
Christians, to;which IT am sorry to see Rabbi Dr. Mattuck lends his 
name, and which | am not surprised to learn is largely under the 
influence of not-yet-Jews and Jewesses. It refers to some 
organisation which proposes calling a Conference presently to 
discuss the question of University life, and it. actually has 
the contemptible meanness to present as one of the attractions 
of the Conference, the fact that it will comprise “ anti-Semites and 
people of ali kinds from a dozen countries.’ The miserable, degraded, 
crawling, cringing ghettoism of this is beyond words; But I would 
ask Rabbi Mattuck- what he would say to Erglishmen who adver- 
tised their willingness to confer with traitors, spies and others 
devoted to the undermining and undoing of the conntry! Really, 
this last exhibition of whither “ Liberal” Judaism will lead its 
pitiable adherents, comes nearly within the ambit of positive 
indecency. After this, an invitation to join in conference with a pro- 
fessed perverter of Jews, like Father Day, is but a venial offence. 


ee is long ago since I found myself in Ireland and I have often 

been wishful of renewing an acquaintance with that country 
which began more than three . decades ago. I was interested 
however, to hear from a friend of mine the other day, how under 
the régime of self-government, things seem to be settling down in 
a manner far more satisfactory than many thought would be the 
case when that regime was first introduced. A wave of content 
appears to have succeeded the constant avalanche of discontent, 
and there is evidently a happier feeling among all classes, noticeable 
even in the invariably happy-dispositioned Irishman. And the like 
improvement was to be noted among the Jews whom he met there, 
They have fallen with the rest of the country, he says. into the 
new spirit, and recognise a citizen duty to help in proving the 
success of the new constitution. Therelations of frish Jews with their 
fellow countrymen has been, despite one or two untoward incidents, 
always on the whole satisfactory. To-day, my friend assures me, 
they are, if anything, closer and more genial, He judges this 
to some extent by the rich brogue which our brothers and 
sisters in the no longer distressful Ireland manage to attain 


and cultivate. 


It would do credit, he is sure, to any O'Brien 
or Fitz-ieorge. 


And it is not assumed fo: assimilative purposes. 
Itjust comes as a natural result of the feeling that * stronger 
in freland than is to be noted, he thinks, anywhere else among 
Jews, that in point of citizenship there is no @ifferentiation 
on account of their religion or their race. Indeed, side by side 
with this, is to be noted the very strong Jewish sentiment that 
pervades the Jews of Ireland, in many of them manifesting itself in 
strict religieus observance. Altogether if this is a true diagnosis, 
the prospect looks hopeful indeed for our people in what I suppose 
it is still correct to call the sister isle—even if we limit the expres- 
sion entirely to its geographical! implications. 


Reese happenings, which I do not think need be more 

narrowly indicated bere, show unerringly the need that exists 
in the Community for a strong and efficient Board of Arbitration. 
The Beth Din cannot fulfil that need, at least not as at present con- 
stituted, because it does not possess the contidence of Prose whe 
wish their differences settled in a business rather than in an 
ecclesiastical manner. There are, to be sure. some questions 
which when brought to issue can be perfectly well—perbaps 
best—adjusted by those whose main qualification for the purpose 
is a knowledge of Jewish law and practice. But there are 
Others, many others, that call for arbitrators whose minds are 
not altogether moulded—I did not say mouldy—on the Torah 
even in the widest implication of the word, but are trained by 
experience of the world in many dutrections of which it were out- 
rageous to expect such a holy person as a Dayan to any 
knowledge, certainly not any’ personal kuowledge. | have m 
mind cases in which Jews, one way or‘another. are involved, which 
it were surely bettter should not come before the police courts, 
because they are largely if not entirely of a domestically Jewish 
nature. And | suggest that the Deputies might do worse than set 
up a sort of Communal Beth Din on the lines I have imdicated. 
They would of course take care to constitute it with robust, reason 
able, free-minded men ‘and women! of the world. Anyway, there 
would be no place on such a Beth Din for some poor forlorn 
sheep bleating about “mud” being “stung “ at it because, forsooth, 
the Anglo-Jewish press refused to regard its members as sacrosanct, 
and supposed they were human and sensible.

Mr. JACOB GARDEN (Brighton). 


By the untimely death, after a short illness, of Mr. Jacob Garden, 
the Community of Hove, and the Zionist Cause in general, sustain an 
inestimable loss.

He 
was the promoter of the “Citrus” Plantation Company, which acquired 
several hundred dunams of land near Rehobot. Having faith and confi- 
dence in the ultimate success of work in Fretz Yisrael, he concentrated 
his energies in attracting capital for private enterprise in that country, 
and in this sphere his efforts were crowned with success. Wherever he 
was he carried with him 5x2" PNT PIN. His house was the Zionist 
centre of Hove and Brighton. He passed away still young in spirit and 
full of vigour. He was President of the Brighton and Hove Zionist 
Society and Warden of the Hove Synagogue. In the small local com-

The PRESIDENT said that was the first meeting of the Board since 
the King’s illness began. Among no section of his Majesty's subjects 
was anxiety more sincere and the hope for his recovery more earnest 
than among that representing the Jewish Community of the Empire. 


Their prayers went out for the King’s speedy recovery. 


Law and Parliamentary Committee. 


The new Chairman of the Law and Parliamentary Committee, Mr. 
H. H. HALDIN, K.C. (West London), who was elected to fill the vacancy 
caused through the resignation on account of iil-health of Mr. Felix 
Rose, O.B.E. (Liverpool Old), presented the report cf the Committee, of 
which the following is an extract: 


Mr. Stewart has again introduced into the House of Commons his Bill te 
provide for the compulsory closing of hairdressers’ and barbers’ shops on 
Sundays. There is a proviso in favour of the Jews in the following form: 
“ Provided also that this act shall not apply to any person of the Jewish religion 
carrying on the trade or business of a hairdresser or barber if such person does 
not carry on such trade or business on any Saturday otherwise than by attend- 
ing any customer in the customer's residence or elsewhere in case of illness.” 
Last Session the Proviso appeared in the same form, and Mr. Stewart then 
undertook that in Committee he would have the words “on anv Saturday ” 
altered to “from sunset on Friday to sunset on Saturday." He is being 
reminded of his promise. 

The London County Council, at its meeting on December 4th, adopted 
without discussion the Report and Recommendations of its General Purposes 
Committee with regard to Standing Order 382 (Nationality of Employees), as 
foliows: (a) That the existing restrictions on.the eligibility of naturalised 
British subjects for employment in the Council’s service be removed; (») That 
Standing Order 382 be amended by the insertion after “ subjects’ in line 5 of— 
“and naturalised British subjects.” The Committee recommend that the 
Board expresses its thanks to the London a Council. 

The attention of the Committee has been called to apprehensions that the 
General Election next year may be fixed on a Saturday. The Committee 
desire to draw attention to the Ballot Act of 1872, which contains a special! pro- 
vision enabling Returning Officers to mark the BaNot Papers “ of any voter who 
declares that he is of the Jewish persuasion,” if the Election is held on a Satar- 
day. There is, however, no similar provision in case an election is held on @ 
Jewish Holy Day other than a Saturday, and the matter will have the Com- 
mittee’s close attention. 


Dr. ISRAEL FELDMAN (Great) moved, with regard to the position of 
alien employees under the L.C.C., that the re@ommendation of the Coni- 
mittee to expreas thanks to that body be deleted. But after some dis. 
eussion he withdrew his motion, adding that the reason he introduced it 


was that the L.C.C. had also the question of the granting of scholarships is 
hand, and children of aliens were to be granted scholarships if eviden 


could be shown that their parents had taken steps to obtain naturalisation. 
The report was carried. 


The report of the Joint Foreign Committee, moved by the President, 
in the absence through illness of Mr. Lucien Wolf, was carried : 


The Union of Roumanian Jews is continuing ite support of the Bratiaug 
Liberals, while the Zionist organisations have attached themselves to the new 
Roumanian Go. ernment. One source of anxiety as regards Roumania is the 
—- effect of the policy of free elections on the chances of the anti-Semites. 

he Committee are stil] in correspondence with the Roumanian Government 
on the subject of the decree relating to aliens. which was promulgated in 
October, and to which reference was made in its last report. 
; In view of the attention which has been called to the alleged sufferings of 
the Jews of the Yemen by the British and American Press, the American 
Jewish Committee has proposed that steps shall be taken by the leading Jewish 
organisations to ascertain the exact truth, and if necessary to secure protestion 
for the victims. The Joint Foreign Committee has been very bappy to fall in 


with this suggestion, and it hopes very shortly to be in position to announce ®& 
plan of action. 


Aliens Committee. 


| Mr. JOsipH Prac. J.P. (Brondesbury) moyed the adoption of the 
Aliens Committee Report : 


Mr. H. 5. Schildkraut was unanimously elected Chairman of the Committee. 
: The Expiring Laws Continuance Bill, which has now passed through 

Parliament, continues for a farther year Section (1) of the Aliens Restriction 
(Amendment) Act of 1919, which empowers the Crown to impose restrictions 
on Aliens by Order in Council (subject to such Order being laid before Pariia- 
ment). In Committee on the Bill in the House of Commons on November 16th 
the Home Secretary stated, “ lam looking forward to bringing in @ Bill in the 
course of the next Parliament in order to put on a permanent and satisfactory 
basis the administration of the Aliens Acts. I have already got the Bill in 
draft.” The Committee have ascertained that the draft Bill is that introduced 
in the House of Commons in the Session 1927-28, but withdrawn. It would 
Make permanent Section (1) of the Aliens Restriction (Amendment) Act, 1919. 
Ihe Committee engaged in a preliminary discussion of the ground to be 
explored before approaching the Government. They resolved to continue the 
compilation of statistical information, and a Report will be presented to the 
Board in due course. 

The Secretary repo. ted on a number of cases of individual aliens recently 
dealt with. Experience shows that where there are grounds for the exercise of 
clemency towards an alien who has been recommended by a magistrate for 
deportation, the Home Secretary will not make a deportation order on repre- 
sentations being made tohim On the other hand, there are a number of cases 
where the alien recommended for deportation has been guilty of an offence 
involving gross moral turpitude, and these the Board does not make the 
subject of representations. 


Mr. PRAG, speaking on aliens legislation, said they knew that if the 
Government was returned to power at the next election the Aliens 
Restrictions Bill would be introduced based, he believed, upon the one 
that they withdrew recently. They had to decide how and upon what 
basis they were going to approach the Government upos this question; 
whether they were going to ask that the Bill to be introduced should be 
similar to that of 1905 (which, while it contained some measure of 
restriction, gave the alien the right to appeal to an Alien Immigration 
Board and also provided that a person ficeing from religious persecution 
should be exempt from its provisions), or whether they should merety 
concentrate upon improving the condition of those aliens who were 
already in this country on such matters as legislation, etc. Personally, 
he was in favour of the wider measure. 

Mr. H. 8S. SCHILDKRAUT (Order Achei Brith) said, at the moment they 
were prepared for legislation and they would do their very best to be 
ready with information in order to convince the Government that their 
claim was a strong one. 

The report was adopted, 


SHECHITA., 


The new Chairman of the Shechita Committee, Mr. ELSLEY ZEITLYN 
(Cape Town), moved the adoption of its report: 


Mr. Elsley Zeitlyn was elected Chairman of the Committee, and the 
Committee tendered its warm thanks to Mr. Lissack for his services as 
Chairman of the Committee for many years. 

A demonstration of the improved Weinberg Casting Machine was held in 
Leeds on December Sth, and Professor Hobday has now suggested to the Board 
that Vr. Weinberg should obtain a statement as to the working of the machine 
from certain experts for submission to his Committee which will probably 
be sufficient to enable the Committee to reassemble. Mr. Weinberg bas been so 
advised, and it has also been suggested to him that he should at the same time 
communicate with the London toard of Shechita with a view to arranging for 
a fresh demonstration in London before the Hobday Committee. The Com- 
mittee learned that the demonstration of the Machine on December 5th, was 
incomplete as no Shochet was present. t'nderstanding that anotber demonstra- 
tion was to be given on December 12th, they resolved to make immediate 
representations to the Leeds Shechita Board advising that a Shochet should be 

vided, 

a The nature of some of the attacks on Shechita has impressed the Committee 
with the necessity of some regular supervision and advice as to Shechita 
methods in provincia] towns where there is no Sheehita Board. The Committee 
recommends that the Board approach the Ecclesiastical Authorities on this 
matter, and suggests the advisa ag | of appointiug a travelling inspector. 

Councillor 8. Finburgh, M.P., has informed the Committee that Colonel 
Moore, M.P. (who was in charge of the Slaughtering of Animals (Scotiand) Bill, 
has stated that on account of lack of time no Slaughtering of Animals Bill for 
England and Wales will be introduced this Session. 


Mr. S. BINDERMAN (Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham) said 
that since he complained at the last meeting of the Board that Mr. Weina- 
berg had not been given any encouragement, he had been farnished by 
that gentleman with all the correspondence that had taken place between 
him and the Board of Shechita. Judging from that correspondence he 
had no hesitation in saying that Mr. Weinberg had been badly treated, 
He suggested that the Shechita Board should re-consider the whole 
question, particularly as there was now a new Chairman. 

The CHAIRMAN asked Mr. Binderman to confine his remarks to the 
Weinberg casting machine and not to an attack upon the Board. 

Mr. BINDERMAN said he had no desire to attack anybody, but he 
would like Mr. Weinberg to be cailed before the Board. 

The CHAIRMAN again called Mr. Binderman to order and told him 
that they were dealing with the experiment which took place at Leeds, 

Mr. BINDERMAN said that if the Weinberg machine was of use 
to the community the inventor should be encou raged; if it was not, 
then he ought to be told so outright. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNDER, B.A. (Cardiff Hebrew) said that recently at 
Cardiff a resolution was discussed by the City Council for the adoption of 
the humane killer. He thought they ought to express their thanks to 
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Councillor Abraham Lewis, the first Jewish Councillor on the Cardiff 
Otty Council, who took up the cudgels on their behalf, 


Divorce Problems. 


The Board then proceeded to discuss the following motion by Mr. 
ERNest Lesser (United Synagogue), which was adjourned from the 
fast meeting : 

‘That this Board is of opinion, having regard to the difficulties with which 
Jewish women are often confronted in seeking to obtain “ (ret” after a civil 
divoree. that the London rth Din should seriously consider the desirability of 
taking steps to secure the convening of an aathoritative conference of orthodox 
Rabbis with a view to strengthening the powers of the Bote Jin in the adminis- 
tration of the Jewish law of divorce. 

Mrs. E1rcunouz (Union of Jewish Women) said she felt it was neces- 
sary that 2 solution of the difficulty involved in a woman obtaining Get 
when she had a right to obtain it, should be solved on traditional Jewish 
fines. It was for this reason that the resolution was such a very 
important one. It was important that something should be done to 
change the basis not only of obtaining (et, but also of the allied questions, 
as that of Chalitza and the Ayunah, a question affecting many thousands of 
woman, especially those living in Russia to-day. The idea of summoning 
a Rabbinical conference was not a new one. It was brought forward 
and passed at the last Preachers’ Conference in London. In that week's 
issue of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, they would have read the very able 
letter that appeared from the pen of Rabbi Dr. Epstein, in which he 
emphasised the need for summoning of a Rabbinical conference and for 
setting up a Rabbinical Synod. This Synod should have its place in 
Palestine which was the centre of their sacred hopes and aspirations, 
and as their history was bound up with Palestine, what more fitting 
place could they have for a Synod than the Holy Land” They hoped 
that such a movement would take place, and althongh she felt very 
diffident in speaking on traditional Judaisim in the presence of so many 
experts, still, she would like to remind them of a very fine saying by, 
perhaps, the greatest teacher of modern times, the late Professor 
Schechter who said, when speaking upon traditional Judaism: “ The real 
authorities are those who draw their inspiration from the past; who 
also understand how to reconcile us with the present and prepare us 
for the future.” (Applause). It was on such a basis, said Mrs. 
Eichholz, that a Rabbinical Conference should take piace. It 
must get the best of the past, but it must also help those who 
were living in the present under conditions which were very diffi- 
cult indeed. It was very hardon many women who were young and 
who were separated from their husbands, but unable to re-marry. This 
enforced upon them either an unnatura! condition of life or else it brought 
tothem the great temptation of living lives of immorality. It was in 
cases such as these that they wanted a new outlook from those who were 
in authority over them. She reminded them ofa saying in the Talmud: 
“Be carefal not to cause women to weep, because God counts their 
teacs,” and said she was convinced that such a conference as suggested 
wou d, if it were animated by the right spirit, be productive of a great 
deal of good. 

Mr. D. WerrzMan, B.A. (Chevra Shass) moved as an amendment: | 

That this Board is of opinion that in the interests of true Jewish orthodoxy 
the London Beth Din should seriously consider the desirability of taking steps 
#o secure the convening of an authoritative conference of orthodox Rabbis. 

Mr. H. J. OSTROFSKY (Grand Order Sons of Jacob) seconded the 
amendment. 

Mr. LIONEL L. COHEN (United Synagogue) supported the amendment, 
and hoped that Mr. Lesser would withdraw his resolution. Wat the 
ortho lox Community was concerned about, he said, was that it should be 
an authoritative Rabbinical Conference with “twenty-two carat 
Rabbanim”™ (Laughter.) 

Mr. M. Scuirr (United Synagogue) said there was really no difference 
in spirit between the resolution and the amendment. The suggestion 
had been put forward that only orthodox people should take part in an 
ex pression of opinion upon the subject. If such a suggestion were ever 
accepted, it would be a most retrogade step in the history of the 
Community... (Hear, hear.) 

The PRESIDENT reminded the Board that the amendment covered a 
wider ground than the resolution. 


Medical men recommend

Rabbi Dr. SAMUGSL Datomes, M.A. (Leeds Beth Hamedrash) spoke 
against the amendment. They were not, he said, a religious organisation ; 
they were not a super-Ecclesiasticat organisation. They were a Jewish 
political organisation which had to deal with the various problems affecting 
the Jewish Community at home and abroad. Strictly speaking, even the 
resolt.tion did not teally come within the province of the Board. The 
amendment would lead them nowhere. 

Mr. M. Gorpon Live J.P. (Dublin United) expressed himself 
in full sympathy with the need of doing something in the matter and 
commented upon the omission from the discussion so far ofany reference 
to what they might hope from such a conference. Many of them felt, 
who had no objection to the conference being held, that it had not 
the slightest hope of any result. They must face the fact that very 
often the last people in the world whom they conld expect to consider 
modern conditions were those who for years had been concerned with 
ancient Jewish law. 

Mr. M. Hyman I-a1 5 (Leeds, Old) supported the amendment. Did 
Dr. Daiches, be asked, really suzgest that the matter was not one for the 
Board’ Uf he did, then he would join issue with him. 

Dr. You misunderstood me. 

Mr. ISAAcs said that the matter was of vital importance to the 
Jewish community, and therefore of vital importance to the Board of 
Deputies. Unquestionably it constituted a great evil, and he was not 
satisfied that it could be dealt with except by the proper body, the Beth 
Din. | 

The amendment was put and carried by a large majority. 

As the President was about to put the amendment in the form ofa 
substantive motion, Mr. M. ScHIFF moved that the words “in the 
interests of true Jewish orthodoxy” should be deleted. There were 
shou's of “agreed,” and the PRESIDENT then put the substantive motion © 
in the following form : 

“That this Board is of opinion that having regard to the divorce and 
other problems affecting the position of Jewish women. the London Beth 
Din should seriously consider the taking of steps to secure the convening 
of an authoritative conference of Rabbis.” 

Thereupon there were evies of “ orthoder Rabbis.” 

The PRESIDENT said the Beth Din knew only one sort of Rabbi. 

Mr. WrrrzMaN said he had no objection to the word “wue ” being 
deleted so long as the other words remained. When Mr. Scwff put his 
amendment there was no discussion, and he strongly resenzed the way 
in which it was agreed to. 

Mr. M. SCHirrf said the Board represented Jewish interests without 
any labels. When the Board spoke it did so on behalf of ali Jews. It 
was a question of Jewish interests as a whole. 

After farther discussion and amid great excitement the substantive 
motion, with the retention of the word “ orthodox “ before “ Rabbis,” was 
carried by an cverwhelming majority.

SOME BEAUTIFUL PEN-DRAWINGS. 


Alfred Wolmark, who has worked in almost every medium available 
to the plastic artist, now exhibits at the Lefevre Galleries some half- 
hundred pen drawings of heads of well-known people. An artist of such 
versatility is likely to succeed most at work which calls for deftness and 
sensitivity rather than for elaborate technique or great intellectual 
concentration, and we find accordingly that these swiftly caught portraits 
are not too swift to contain all Wolmark’s boldness and delicacy, and yet 
are swift enough to justify that obviousness which sometimes spoils his 
more laboured oil-paintings. 

The most notable quality in all these drawings is the beautifal use 
of the pen; the assurance of the fine, tense line, and the economy 
and purpose of the few slight strokes with which the draughtsman has 
amplified his main contours. This accomplishment goes far to com- 
penusate in eac” individual drawing for a fault which detracts from their 
Wolmark, however, 
has clearly made no great effort after anything more than a sound and 
coherent arrangement in each piece, so it is hardly relevant to judge this 
work in terms of Holbein. Indeed, one may, on noting the verisimilitude 
of each decisive touch, transfer most of the blame of monotony from the 
artist to t.is sitters, and from them to the hairdressers and collar-makers 
of Bond Street. 

As character drawings, almost all of these are eminently successful, 
and when tke artist combines his best in this direction with his best 
penmanship, asis the case in the two drawings of Thomas Hardy, where 
a network of fine lines conveys beautifully the cracked-ivory quality of 
wrinkled skin, the resu't is a very admirable piece of work. . h.

PROFESSOR ROBLNSON’S LECTURE. 


Professor Theodore H. Robinson, M.A., D.D., of University Coleve, 
Cardiff, lectured on “* The Rise of the Hebrew State” at a meeting of the 
Union of Jewish Literary Societies at Jews’ Collece on Sanday. The Principal 
of the College. Dr. Adolph Biichler, presided. 

Palestine, said Professor Robinson, in the course of his lecture, had been 
known te civilised man for at least 5,000 years. Lying as it did on the only 
easy road between Africa and the northern continents, it had inevitably 
excited the interest of the great empires which had arisen from time to time 
m the nearer east. It was, however, natural that the country should seldom 
have formed an independent political unit. Its own geographical condition 
tended to split it up into districts which might have little m common with 
one another. And even if the towns and cities should unite, the land was 
weak and was naturally the first prey of one or other of the great Powers on 
each side. As a matter of fact it had attained independence ani unity—- 
or comparative unity—for no more than about 450 yveare in the whole of its 
history, and even in this short period the Palestinian sovereigns owed 
a legiance either to the power of Ezypt or to that of Mesopotamia. 

It was therefore, this brief independence which needed explanation, 
the more as the people under whom it was attained had exercised so enorm us 
an influence on the moral and religious thinking of the world. No national 
literature was so widely spread, so well known, or so uplifting and inspiring 
- a8 that of the ancient Hebrews. Not only had the Jews themtselves spread 

into every country in the world and made their influence felt wherever they 
were, but the religious life and thought of mankind owed to them an in- 
calculable debt for the inspiration indirectly transmitted. There were in the 
world to-day, three great religions, each of which in theory claimed tho 
allegiance of all men, and at least issued its appeal to the whole human rice, 
Of these, two were direct descendants of Judaism, and owed to their parent 
the basic characteristic which had made it possible for them to become world 
religions. While the individual Moslem or Christian might sometimes, even 
often, have exhibited hostility to the Jew, there could be no doubt of the 
dlependence, and a certain reverence was paid (far more, it was true, by the 
Christian than by the Moslem) to the Jewish scriptures. Many, perhsps 
most, Christians, at any rate, placed the strictly Jewish portions of their 
Bibles on practically the same level as the specifically non-Jewish colle*tion 
which they called the New Testament. 


The Bible a National Democratic Product. 

It might safely be said that this literature would never have been handed 
jown to them, perhaps it would never have existed, but for the establishment 
of the Jewish Kingdoms. It was not merely a religious literature, it was a 
sational literature as well, and could have been produced only in a nation 
sonscious of itself and of its mission. Unlike the vast majority of the docu- 
ments which had come down to them from the ancient world, the Jewish 
Bible cmanated to a large extent not from the official classes, but from the 
common people. Leaving aside all question of the authorship of the Penta- 
teuch, and admitting in some of the historical hooks they had the use of 
official court records, they were still left with the actual authorship of the 
books of history themselves, with the creat poetry of Israel—the world’s 
noblest poem was anonymous !—and with the prophets, a band of men who 
stood alone in the history of human thought about God and man. These 
last were drawn from all classes. Zephaniah might have been of royal 
descent and Isaiah might have held some position in the King’s court, but 
of the rest they had no evidence that they were anything but lowly folk. 
It was such as these who gave them the real national spirit, and it was to them 
that they turned for instruction and light on some of their most yee ssing 
problems to-day. 

The lecturer then proceeded to the task of trying to estimate the way 
in which the Hebrew nation came into being and achieved a position in which 
it was able to fulfil its function. In conclusion, he said that the supreme 
cohesive force of Israel was their religion and that it was only in the worship 
of the one national God that Israel realised her unity. They might admire 
the character of David, his bravery and military skill, the statesmanship 
exhibited in the adoption of Jerusalem as his capital, but his supreme con- 
tribution to the history of Israel, indeed to the history of mankind, was to be 
sought in his establishment of the Ark in the Holy City. 

A discussion followed in which Dr. Biichler, among others, participated.

SUPERANNUATION SCHEME ADOPTED 


A meeting of the Council of Jews’ College was held on Mo 
at London Wall, E.C. Mr. Chairman of the Council, 
presided. There were also prese nt : 


Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, Dr. A. 


Stern, Messrs. E. N. Adler, M.A. F. D. Benjamin, A. Kahu, M.A. BE. D. Lowy, 
S. Moses, M_A., and J. Waasermann. 


It was agreed on the recommendation of the Education Committes 
that a bursary be granted to Mr. 8. W. Mowchowsky for three months as 
from December 1, 1928, to be renewed at the end of that perio lon a favourable 
report from the Principal; and that the bursary at present granted to Mr. 
Strikpfsky for six months be renewed on the report of the Principal. 

The CuiaTRMAN moved “ that the Ojicials’ Superannuation Fund Scheme 
and the Widows’ and Children’s Pension Fund Scheme be adopted as from 
January 1, 1927.” He said that many Committee meetings in regard to the 
Scheme had been held, and the case was thoroughly gone into. It came befcre 
the last meeting of the Council, and as they would remember they had about 
two hours’ discussion on the Draft Scheme. It wa: then referred to the 
Committee for slight alterations, The Committee fell in with the wishes 
of the Council, and they were now asked to adopt the final draft, which con- 
tamed everything that was asked for at the last meeting of the Council. 

The resolution was adopted. The following recommondation of the 
Superannuation and Pension Sub-Committee was also adopted 

that Dr. Buchler be permitted to come into the Officials’ Superannuetion 

Scheme and Widows’ and Children’s Pension Scheme upon the termes of 

such schemes as from January 1, 1929, Dr. Bichler relinquishing in favour 

of the College all claims to the India 3 per cent. Stock at present standing 
to the credit of the Principal's Insurance Fund in the books of the College. 

Mr. J. Wassermann, a Treasurer, presented the accounts for the year 
ended June 30, 1928. 

The Chairman paid a tribute to the work of Mr. Wassermann and said 
that he had done everything he could to make himself acquainted with the 
complexities of their balance sheet. He (Mr. Japhet) would like to see 
the whole system of book-keeping in connection with the accounts simplified 
and made clear during the coming year. He would like to draw their attention 
to the fact that this year for the first time their balance sheet showed am 
extra grant contributed by the United Synagogue from the voluntary levy 
of its members. This, together with the sum contributed by the United 
Synagogue itself, amounted to £1,625. The number of annual subscribers to 
the College was small, but he had reason to believe that it would improve. 
He on his part had brought in ten new subscribers, and several members of 
the Council had been very active and given him great help. 

Major F. ('. Sterw said that the College ought to receive much greater 
support from the provincial centres as many of the students came from the 
provinces. 

The CH atmMan said it was intended shortly to write to all provincial 
eongregations asking them to send subscriptions and their members to 
become subscribers. The Bursary Fund, which he had very much at heart, 
remained about the same as last year. although they would see that they had 
given £360 more than last year. The last donation from Mr. Bernhard Baron 
had been placed to the Bursary Fund. 

The balance sheet was adopted.

Chief Rabbi Weber's Reception. 


THE SITUATION IN CZECHO-SLOVAKIA. 


At a reception in his honour, convened recently i» London by the 
Keren Hatorah Committee under the presidency of Rabbi V. Schonfeld, 
Chief Rabbi Weber of Czecho-Slovakia, after expressing his pleasure at 
again visiting London, said that he presided over an organisation which 
comprised 130 central communities with four hundred branches an! an 
organised membership of nearly 150,000. No less than three thousand 
young men attended the Yeshivot of Slovakia, and traditional Judaism 
was in a flourishing condition there. The poxition of Jews generally in 
Czecho-Slovakia was exceptionally good. Only by complete indepen- 
dence could orthodox Judaism develop properiy; he was glad to see taat 
in England also orthodoxy was developing in that direction. 

In an interview Rabbi Weber later said: “ihe best solution of the 
Jewish problem is that none should exist. The Czecho-Slovakian Republic 
has been in existence for ten years. All its peoples and minorities are 
represented. There has never been a ‘Jewish’ debate in Parliament. 
The Zionist Party has thrown over its Nationalist programme and united 
with the Agudists in the Parliamentary election. But for the nationalism 
of the Zionists at Prague such c»-operation might exist throughout the 
country. Although the religious situation in the old Hungarian territory 
is all that could be desired, in Prague and Bohemia it is deplorable. The 
orthodox communities of Slovakia are officially affiliated to the Agudah 
World Organisation.”

Although the Arab population of Jerusalem is reputed to be 
noisy, the Municipal authorities are not behind hand in taking 
steps to prevent the noises that arise from other sources. They 
have just passed a by-law which forbids motor-cars to use 
an electric Klaxon, an exhaust whistle or a two-note bulb-horn, 
Moreover, only ordinary bulb-horns will be allowed; and bells 
only for carriages and bicycles. Evidently motoring is only in its 
infancy in Jerusalem, or else the Municipal authorities have very little 
thought for the safety of pedestrians. I can understand restrictions 
being put on the too frequent use of the “exhaust,” but Klaxons and 
bulb-horns are attachments to notify pedestrians of approaching cars. It 
looks as if “Safety First” is not the slogan of the Municipality of 
Jerusalem. 


It is remarkable how some journalists can never refrain from airing 
their anti-Semitic feelings when the least opportunity arises. Viscount 
Castierosse is one ofthem. In spite of his reiterated assurance that he 
has so many Jews among his friends, he always seems more than pleased 
when he can recount a story that has an unpleasant Jewish theme in it. 
in “ The Londoner's Log” in the last issue of the SUNDAY EXPRESS he 
relates how a candidate, who ws put up for election at the New Zealand 
Golf Club at Byfleet and not elected, wrote to the late Mr. 8. Muir 
Fergusson, the President of the Club, asking for an explanation. He 
asked “Is it because of ny Jewish faith, or because of my social status?” 
and according to Viscount Castlerosse, Mr. Fergusson simply wrote back 
&@ postcard on which was written “ Both.” Apart from the fact that Mr. 
Fergusson was a well-known member of the Stock Exchange and must 
have numbered several Jewish members among his acquaintances, 
it seems incredible that he could have been guilty of so pronounced a 
breach of good manners and ordinary politeness as is attributed to him, 
This looks like a case in which the noble Viscount has been indebted to 
his imagination for his facts. 


The exhibition of the works by members of the East London Art 
Club at the Whitechapel Art Gallery is of great interest to the young 
Jewish art students in the East End. I understand that the students 
receive their tuition at the Bow and Bromley Evening Institute. Some 
of the exhibits are by frtisans, some by casual labourers. Sir Joseph 
Duveen has bought a number of the pictures for exhibition at the Tate 
Gallery, but 2 do not see a picture by any Jewish artist in the collection. 


By-the-bye, I hear that Sir Joseph has defrayed the cost of insurance 
for the Dutch masterpieces, that are coming from America for the 
forthcoming exhibition of Dutch masters at the Royal Academy, out of his 
own pocket. As the American collection alone is insured for over a million 
pounds, the premium paid must have been a pretty considerable item. 


Now that the Bohemians’ favourite rendezvous is restored to its old 
local in the West End, Jacob Epstein can frequently be seen sipping 
coffee there during the evening. Ontwardly Jacob Epstein is the most 
Bohemian of them all, but his intentionally untidy exterior conceals 
an intensely artistic temperament. I am told that Epstein has built a 
rough looking studio in Epping Forest, of all places, and that some of his 
finest sculptures are finished in that inartistic quarter. 


Professor E. N. da Costa Andrade, of London University, who is often 
heard by listeners on the wireless, has complained to the British Broad. 
casting Corporation that one of the officials is rude to him when he 
is about to broadcast a lecture. It is not my intention here to enter 
into the merits of complaint, but only to say that the incident 
recalls to my mind the name of a family that once was very prominent 
in Anglo-Jewry. The da Costa Andraijes (pronounced An-dra-de) were 
once very influential Sephardis family in London. They were very 
orthodox, and were one of the few Anglo-Jewish families that had 
&® Synagogue and a regular service in their own house. This was at 
their house in Essex Road, Islington, when the North of London was 
the residential quarter of a fairly large number of Sephardim. When 
this private synagogue was discontinued, some of the worshippers 
formed a Sephardi Congregation of their own, and a Synagogue was 
established in Highbury New Park. It is no ionger in existence. 


Iam told that several Jewish ladies of prominence have given gifts 
of jewels as well as money in answer to the appeal on behalf of the 
Elizabeth Garratt Anderson Hospital in the Euston Road. This is as it 
should be, for apart from the fact that the Hospital is a most deserving 
institution, a large number of Jewish women are treated there during 
the course ofthe year. The collection is still open, and it is hoped that 
& very considerable sum both in jewels and purses will be handed to 
Her Majesty the Queen when she visits the Hospital next month. 


It must be very comforting for the Jewish Community to know that 
Sir Humphry Rolleston (who is very much in the public eye just 
now, by reason of his being one of the physicians who is attending 
His Majesty the King), states that Jews are a healthy race. “The 
resistance of Jews to tuberculosis,” he states in the BRITISH MEDICAL 
JOURNAL, “has been ascribed to racial immunity, mvore careful 
inspection of food, greater sobriety and care of children.” Coming from 
s0 eminent an authority and one who, by the by, is on the staff of the 
Jewish Hospital, this is indeed a tribute. A warning is, however, 
given by Sir Humphry, particularly to Jews, of the danger of heart 
disease through heavy smoking of cigarettes. It is interesting to 
know, according to him, that a Jew becomes diabetic, not by virtue 
of his race, but because of his obesity. Whether this propensity 


was entirely acquired by Jews and was due to wealth and luxury, 
or whether it was, in part at least, hereditary and constitutional, is 
still a matter of doubt. But whatever its origin, the unpleasant fact 
remains that obesity does still prevail among Jewish people. wie

SOCIETY FOR JEWISH JURISPRUDENCE LECTURE. 


Dayan Dr. Asher Feldman delivered a lecture on “‘ The London Jewish 
Court (Beth Din)” at a meeting of the Society for Jewish Jurisprudence, 
held on Monday evening at University College. Gower Street, W.C. Mr. H. F. 
Jolowicz, M.A., LL.M., présided. 

Dr. Feldman, in the course of his lecture, explained the procedure at 
the Beth Din, and pointed out that it was sought, as far as possible, td enable 
disputants to plead without the costly intermediary of professional advocates, 
The Beth Din aimed at reconciliation between disputing parties, and in most 
cases the parties left the Chief Rabbi's Court without the bitterness which so 
often remained after litigation in the civil courts. 

A discussion followed, in which the following teok part : Messrs. Ernest 
Lesser, 1. Landau, A. Rubens, R. Lincoln, Jacques Cohen, Yahuda, F. Landau, 
Iwi. Nissim and D, Weitzman. 

Mr. Lesser expressed regret that the Beth Din had shrouded its proceedings 
with so much secrecy in the past. 

Mr. I. Landau said a fact which had been very much overlooked in 
connection with a discussion on the question of the Get was that the Jess they 
heard about divorce the better. He thought the more secretive the Beth 
Din was the more would people resort to it. 

Mr. Rubens asked at what stage of the proceedings did the Beth Din 
try to bring about a settlement. 

Mr. R. Lincoln thought it would be much better if everybody affirmed 
instead of taking the oath in court, 

Mr. F. Landau also supported the policy of secrecy of the Beth Din. 

Mr. Jacques Cohen paid a tribute to the wonderful work which he said 
was done at the Bet) Jn in getting to the bottom of a case in so short a time. 

In replying to these and various other points raised by those who took 
part in the discussion, Dr. Feldman said with regard to the question of - 
secrecy that they found from experience that the procedure they followed 
worked best, and that if they opened the court to the public its power for 
good would be diminished. With regard to their relationship with the 
provinces, the fact of the matter was that the Beth Din was so much over- 
worked that they could not do as much with regard to the provinces as they 
would like. They helped the parties in court to settle the cases ; with their 
co-operation, they succeeded, and there were very few cases which had not 
been settled satisfactorily.; The number of appeals from their court was 
surprisingly small. The entire cost of the Beth Din was borne by the United 
Synagogue. They discouraged the attendance of a counsel, because it was 
costly, and they felt that there was no necessity for one. 

The Chairman moved a vote of thanks to Dr. Feldman, which was 
seconded by Mr. Bertrand Watson, the Metropolitan Magistrate, who said 
he was at present sitting at Thames Police Court owing to the indisposition 
of another magistrate. Mr. Watson paid a tribute to the help which he said 
he received from the Beth Din in connection with the Jewish cases which came 
before him. 

Dayan Mendelsohn, M.A., proposed a vote of thanks to the Chairman, which 
was seconded by Dayan Lazarus, M.A., who complained because, he said, the 
Anglo-Jewish Press and certain institutions were out to “sling mud” at the 
Beth Din. In most cases, he added, their Court got very little credit for their 
efforts.

JEWISH HEABTH ORGANISATION LECTURE. 


~~ QOn Saturday, at the Whitecbapel Art Gallery, under the auspices of 
the Jewish Health Organisation, Dr. J. I. Collier, Ph.D., B.Sc., delivered 
the third lecture of the sixth annual series, on “ Elementary 
Physiology.” Dr. L. Mandel, M.D., M.R.C.P., was in the chair. 

The lecturer said that in order to understand and treat the various 
disorders of the body, which resulted in illness or disease, it was essential 
to know how the various parts of the body carried out their functions, 
These organs were workshops, each doing its special*work in maintaining 
life, and the blood acted as the connecting link between them, bringing 
to each organ the food or material it needed and taking away waste pro- 
ducts. The white blood cells acted as a protective force against germs 
which entered the blood either through a wound or through food. A 
battle ensued between the white cells and the invading germs, and an 
abcess was the result of an accumulation of dead cells which had fallen 
in the fray. Food formed the basis of every muscle, bone or nerve in the 
body. Many people had “ food fads,” and objected to particular kinds of 
fod, with the result that their meals were often ordeals to them; but indi- 
viduals had their food peculiarities even as they differed in other ways, 
and no advice on diet had universal application. The amount of food 
required by any person varied from day to day according to the amount 
of manual! work performed. The man whose occupation was sedentary 
did not require as much food as a manual labourer while some growing 
girls could eat as much asa man. Man was rather prone to 

_ OVER-EATING 
and the saying that “ man digs his grave with his teeth ” was a wise one. 
The celebration of festive occasions usually involved the over-working of 
the digestive system, and this form of amusement was eventually paid 
for by a heavy “ entertainments tax.” It was usual also to eat food richer 
in quality and more abundant in quantity during the week-end, when less 
work was done and, therefore, less nourishment required. Dr. Collier 
said that yitaminus were traces of substances in fresh foods which were 
essential to life and growth. ’ Since artificial foods, especially those given 
to babies, had lost their vitamin in the process of preparation, the vitamin 
question was one of great practical importance. A vitamin forthe cure of 
rickets, a disease dué to vitamin deficiency, had recently been synthesised 
by the action of Ultra-Violet tight or artificial sunshine on certrin sensitive 
chemicals, the dose for-g child being about one thousandth part of an 
ounce. This artificial yitamin had now been added to many preserved

GENERAL LYING-IN HOSPITAL: AN APPEAL. 

For 163 years the General Lying-in Hospital has served the poor 
districts south of the Thames. Countless numbers of needy childrenhave 
been given a fair start in life and set on the roid to healthy manhood and 
womanhood ; thousands of mothers have been cared for and helped. The 
mortality rate is one of the lowest on record. Now for the first time the 


Hospital is forced to make a public appeal for funds. The premises used 


forthe Nurses’ (uarters and the Out-patients’ department, where no less 
than 1,772 mothers and children are treated every year, are seriously 
dilapidated. They afford but comfortiess accommodation—but what 
is even more deplorable their total lack of modern improvements 
makes them hopelessly inadequate to the importance of the work. 
Re-building is necessary, and the terms of the lease enforce it before 
December, 1930. The cost of the new building will be £40,000. A 
generous public and the Hospital's many friends have already contributed 
£19.0)0, but from practical considerations this must be increased to 
£25,000 before the actual rebuilding starts (we hope in June). The 
smallest as wellas the largest donation will be welcome, and gratefully 
acknowledged if sent to me at the General Lying-in Hospital, York Road, 
Lambeth.

We have the Jews’ College for training our 
young men for the Ministry, and no man should be allowed to hold a 
position as Minister or Rabbi in any Congregation, or term himself as 
such, until he has obtained his diploma from the Head of the College and 
the Ecclesiastical Authorities. Furthermore, any man coming from 
abroad should not be permitted to use any Rabbinical title unless he too 
can satisfy the same Authorities as to his capabilities and fitness.—Mr,

*FLATLETS” FOR JEWISH WOMEN. 

The discomforts in housing for gentlewomen with very limited 
incomes, has long engaged the attention of the Union of Jewish Women, 
and was voiced at a Conference held in June, 1927. And now after 
eighteen months of work and careful exploration of this problem, we are 
able to announce that a delightful block of Flatlets is being erected at 
Petherton-road, N., and will be ready for occupation in March, 1929. 
Experts report the building to be well designed, substantially built and 
with rooms of comfortable size. The block contains 22 rooms, 16 being 
single rooms, all of which have an alcove for the bed and another alcove 
as kitchenette. These can be curtained off and leave a nice square 
sitting room. The kitchenette has a small gas cooking stove, a china 
sink, a larder in the wall to the open air, and a cupboard for utensils, 
etc. The sitting-room has also a fixture cupboard. Three single-roomed 
fiaticts share a bathroom, fitted with geyser. The two-roomed flats bave 
separate kitchenette and their own bathroom and offices, and the two 
top-floor flata have access to the roof garden. On me ground floor @

About Books. 


The Language of the Pentateuch 
ifs Metation’ to the Egyptian. 


This is the first volume of a comprehensive work by Professor 
Fahuda,* in which the author sets out to prove that the Hebrew 
tongue was developed from a primitive Canaanite dialect adopted by the 
Patriarchs in Canaan and perfected through the Hebrews as a literary 
famguage under the influence of the Egyptian language, and that this 
process developed in an Egyptian-Hebrew milieu. His investigation is, 
im the main, confined exclusively to linguistic, grammatical and stylistic 
comparisons with Egyptian. 

Although Dr. Yahuda refrains from discussing questions relating to 
Isiblical criticism, the comparative linguistic material presented by him 
wffords important evidence as to the date and authorship of the portions 
of the Pentateuch referred to. 

In this volume only a section of the Ventateuch is dealt with. In 
the first part the Joseph and Exodus narratives are analysed and it is 
pointed out by the author they reflect most distinctly the Egyptian 
milieu, exhibiting most clearly linguistic relationship with Egyptian. 
In the second part, which deals with the Genesis stories and the tales of 
the Patriarchs, the author shows in detail the differences and similarities 
between the Genesis stories and the paralicl Assyrio-Babylonian myths. 
He comes to the conclusion that the linguistic elements from the 
Assyrio- Babylonian are very scanty, and consequently are to be regarded 
merely as reminiscences of an originally more comprehensive early 
Assyrio- Babylonian infiaence, whereas. the Egvptian elements appear 
more abundantly. This fact, and, infer a’, the circumstance that just 
those elements which are materially and linguistically alien to the 
Assyrio-Babylonian milien and spirit originate from the Egyptian, lead 
the author to the conclusion that the Genesis stories emanate from the 
pre-l-.gyptian period of Israel, and that in the Egyptian epoch they were 
revised and recast under Egyptian influence. 

Incidentally, some noteworty new results emerge. For instance, 
with regard to the story of the Creation, the situation of the Garden of 
Eden, the names of the four Rivers, and especially with regard to the 
fusion of the heterogeneous elements in the stories of the Flood and the 
Tower of Habel. The original Assyrio-Babylonian elements and the 
mided Egyptian interpolations are carefally differentiated’ and explained. 
Especially interesting is the evidence given that the original Babylonian 
conception of the flood as a rainstorm was expanded by an Egyptian 
story of a flood, and that consequently the whole chronology of the Flood 
and the various periods of the Flood vear exactly correspond to the 


_ periods of the rise and fall of the Nile, 


In addition to the Genesis stories, the tales of the Patriarchs are also 
partially treated in this volime. There is a comprehensive investigation 
into the symbolic names of persons, places and festivals. Among-others, 
a new explanation is given of the name Moses, and the shape and mean- 
ing of the “casket” or “ark” is traced to the Egyptian. 

With this work, the author says at the end of his Introduction, the 
foundation is laid for a new conception of the: Pentateuch, of the whole 
of Biblical antiquity, and toa large extent alSo of the rise and develop- 
ment of the religion of Israel. He believes that it will be impossible for 
leng to resisé the conviction that the invéstigation of Hebrew in the light 
of Egyptian opens up an entirely new aspect of Biblical criticism, N.

other countries. 

“Jewish Song Book.”» | 

All lovers of Synagogue Music will be Matefal to Professor A. Z. 
Welsolia, Professor of Jewish Music and Liturgy at the Hebrew Union 
College, America, for a book of his entitled “Jewish ‘Song ‘Book for 
Hynagogue, School and Home.” . The volume includes a complete service 
for the entire cycle of the Jewish religious» year—songs for the Syna- 
Gogue, the school, and the home, based mainly on Jewish traditional 
religious folksongs. Organ or pianofort: accompaniment is arranged 
for all the numbers. In the preface we are told that “one of the chief 
reasons for the appearance of this book. is the desire to make available 
to the modern Synagogue. a song service that, can be rendered not only 
to the congregation but by the congregauon—genuine Jewish melody so 
arranged that it can be carried, unison, by the worshippers.” . Witt this 
ebject there will be @ unanimity of agreement, for anything which tends 
to foster and encourage music of a Jewish nature is to be welcomed with 
open arms. The beok should enjoy a prosperous career.

TWENTY-FIVE YRARS AT THE CENTRAL SYNAGOGUEB. 

In the Council Room of the Central Synagogue, on Sunday, members 
of the Congregation and others assembled to honour the Rev. Michael 
Adier, D.8.0., onthe completion by him of twenty-five years’ service as 
Minister of the Congregation. Mr. Desmond Tuck, one of the Wardens, 
presided. He read the following letter from the Chief Rabbi of the 
British Empire: 

Dean Me. Apier,—lt is a matter of deep vewret to me that I shal! not be 
able to attend the presentation ceremony, as lam leaving for Paris to attend a 
meeting of the Universal Religious Peace Conference. Had it been possible 
for me to be present, I should have endeavoured to express my appreciation of 
your devoted labours in the Community and especially of your splendid services 
to British Jewry dering the Great War. Such noble and unselfish work 
remains as an example to those who follow, and will long be remembered by 
the Jews of the Empire. May you and Mrs. Adler be spared for many more 
vears in good health to enjoy the esteem of your many friends and well-wishers. 

A telegram of congratulation was also read from the Jewish Preachers’ 
Union. 

Mr. TUCK said that that occasion was unique in the annals of the 
Central Synagogue. He valued the privilege of speaking that day, 
because his fumily had been connected with the Congregation for many 
vears, and his late father, Sir Adolph, had been Warden during a large pro- 
portion of Mr. Adler's ycarsofministry. Mr. Adler joined them in 1903, after 
serving as Minister at the Hammersmith Synagogue. He was faced with 
a difficult task in having to follow in the footsteps of the Rev. D. Fay, but 
the Congregation soon realised that they had chosen the right man. Mr. 
Adler had all the qualifications for the post, and, above all, was human. 
He could not have served so successfally as Jewish Chaplain to 
H.M. Forces for twenty-three years unless he had been human. Other 
aspects of Mr. Adler's life were his love of children and of Jewish 
education and his participation in local municipal affairs. On behalf of 
the Congregation, Mr. ‘Tack presented Mr. Adler with a silver Menorah 
and a testimonial, subscribed for by all the members. Both Mr. and 
Mrs. Adler, said Mr. Tuck, are about to proceed on a tour to the Holy 
Land and the Near Fast, and he wished them an enjoyable trip. 

Mr. A. ALVARE”, J.I., said that the readiness of the members to 
subscribe to the testimonial was in itself a tribute of love and estecm for 
Mr. Aller. His success was largely due to the co-operation of Mrs. 
Adler in working on behalf of the Synagogue and Ladies’ Guild. 

Mr. LEONARD L. COHEN expressed, as a seatholder of the Synagogue, 
his appreciation of the valued services rendered to the Congregation by 
Mr. Adler. 

The Rey. J. T. S°cRN said he could claim a longer friendship with 
Mr. Adier than anyone present. They had been at school together, and 
had worked in co-operation on many educational bodies. 

The Rev. ARTHUR BARNETT alluded to Mr. Adler's services during 
the war, services that were deeply appreciated by the Community. 

Mr. ADLER, in responding, said he had been very happy during his 
ministry at the Centra! Synagogue, and he was thankful to the Almighty 
that his work had been castin pleasant places. He felt it an honor to 
follow in the footsteps of men like the late Revs. A. L. Green and D. 
Fay. He had tried to divide his work into two parts, first, in the syna- 
gogue, and secondly, outside its walls. He referred to the trying period 
of his war service, and told of the marvellous way the Jewish soldiers 
played their part. In conclusion, he thanked the Congregation for their 
gift of the Mcnorak and for subscribing to the testimonial. He was going 
to see for himself the wonderful work being done in Eretz Yisrael by the 
Jewish pioneers. It was the bounden duty of every son and daughter of 
Israel, he said, to work for the restoration of Palestine.

Home-Made Sweets. 


Orange Creams. 
One orange. Icing sugar, 1 ib. 

RUB the icing sugar through a fine sieve: ad@ the grated rind of the 
oramge and sufficient strained juice to make a pliable mixture. Work 
well with the hands till quite smooth, then roll out on a sugared board— 
about half-inch thick. Cut into small rounds with a cutter, and place 
on a sieve in a warm place till they harden. 


Peanut Brittle. 
Roasted peanuts. 4 pint. Cream of tartar, | teaspoonfnl. 
Granulated sugar, | ib. 

PUT the sugar in an enamel saucepan, and stir over a very gentile 
-heat until it melts and all jumps disappear. Dissolve the cream of tartar 
in a few drops of warm water, and pour into the syrup when it begins to 
boil. When the syrup is quite clear and a pale coffee colour, add the 
chopped nuts. Pour quickly into a buttered tin large. enough for the 
mixture to be quite thin. Break up when cold. 


Coconut Cream. 


Icing sugar, 1 Ib. White of one erg. 
Desiccated coconut, 2 ozs. A little cream. 


RUB the icing sugar through a fine sieve, and mix it with the 
coconut ; then add the stifiy whipped white of egg and just sufficient 
whipped cream to make a firm but not sticky paste. Divide the mixture 
in halves. Dust a pastry board with icing sugar, and work one half of 
the mixture into a flat shallow slab; press intoasquaretin Adda few 
drops of colouring to the other half, kneading it well until it is evenly 
coloured. Press this on top of the white, and leave in a warm place till 
it hardens, before cutting it into bars. 


Ginger Toffee. 
Butter, 2 ozs. Brown sugar, § 02s. 
Golden syrup, 4 0zs. Ground gmger, 4 teaspoonful. 


PuT the butter into a saucepan, and when melted add the syrup and 
sugar. Boil quickly for fifteen minutes, stirring frequently to prevent 
burning. When a spoonful of the syrup dropped into cold water hardens, 
the toffee is cooked. Remove from the fire and stir in the ginger. Pour 
into a greased tin and leave in a coo! place till set. Then break into 
pieces. 


The Problems of Get and Chalitza. 


From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES, M.A. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sir,—lLam very much afraid that the resolution passed on Sunday 
by the Board of Deputies, with the view of salving the problem of 
Get and Chaliiza, will serve no practical purpose. A conference of 
Rabbis, convened by the London Beth Din. could be of use only if 
the Beth Din, or some other recognised authority, were able to put 
forward a solution, in accordance with Jewish Law, which the 
Conference could be asked to approve and endorse (and which it 
might refuse to endorse). If no wayonut of the legal difficulty can 
be suggested by any individual Rabbi, an assembly of Rabbis could 
not be expected to advance the position very much further. 

The main problem in connection with Get after legal divorce and with 
Chalitza arises from the absence of means whereby an unscrupulous 
busband or brother-in-law could be compelled to release his wife or 
widowed sister-in-law in accordance with the requirements of Jewish 
Law. It ought not to be beyond the power of the existing authorities, 
both lay and ecclesiastical, to procure and apply such means. Without 
resorting to the “sanctions” employed by the Jewish authorities im 
former centuries (3N AEM TON W IW INK PLIS), and without endeavour- 
ing to re-introduce the BS or ‘M3, coercion in cases of hardship could be 
exercised by the refusal of synagogues to accord the privile<es of 
membership to men guilty of refusing to give 223 or M¥*5M when requested 
by the Rabbinic authorities to do so, and by the adoption of similar means 
of moral pressure by other Jewish institutions, societies and public 
bodies. In the majority of cases such coercion would undoubtedly preve 
effective, and the very knowledge of the existence of such means of 
coercion would render their application unnecessary. 

if the London Beth Din and the Board of Deputies were to send a 
circular letter to all Jewish Congregations and institutions advising action 
in the sense just indicated in all mecessary cases, it seems practically 
certain that incidents of the kind recently reported would become very 
rare, and the problem of securing the release of a divorced woman or a 
childless widow without violating Jewish Law and tradition would be 
largely solved. Tam, &c.,

The Children’s Chanucah Festival. 
[From our Correspondent. 

Three thousand school children assembled at the Albert Halli last 
weok when Chanucah was celebrated. Special tram-cars conveyed the 
children from the schools to the Hall and back. Each child receiveda 
card of greeting sent by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, and eager eyes perused 
the Editor's Chanucah message ; “ Be strong and of good courage.” Mr. 
I, Sunlight presided; Mr. Morris Laski, J.P., was M.C.; and Mr. Neville 
Finburgh was in charge of the stewards. Cantur A. Elfand kindled the 
lights, and Mooz Tsur was sung by the children. The followiag telegram 
was sent to H.M. the Queen: “Three thousand Jewish school children 
from Manchester and Salford offer fervent prayer for the speedy recovery 
of their beloved King.” A reply from the Queen was received by Mr. 
Sunlight later in the evening, 

Greetings were also wired to the Chief Rabbi of the British Empire 
and to the Editor of Toe Jewish CHRONICLE. Messages of greeting were 
received from, among others, the Chief Rabbi; Dr. A. Eichholz, Chair- 
man of the Central Committee for Jewish Education; Rabbi Dr. Salis 
Daiches, of Edinburgh; Dayan H. M. Lazarus, M.A.; Mr. Leon Simon, 
and the Rev. J. K. Goldbloom. 

Addresses were delivered by Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, B.A., and Mr, 
Herbert M. Adler, M.A., LL.M., both of whom dwelt on the lessons of 
Chanucah, The 5th Cheetham Jewish Girl Guides, under the direction 
of Mrs. Barash, presented a play entitled “ Charades”; and Mr. Leon Berg 
gave some conjuring illusions. Prizes were distributed to the writers of 
the best essays on Chanucah. The children sang Hatikvah and “God 
Save the King,” and when leaving the hall each received a gift. 

A public meeting, in co-operation with the Joint Jewish Education 
Board, was subsequently held at the same hall, with the object of 
furthering the interests of Jewish education. Councillor 8. Finburgh, 
M.P., J.P., presided. Those who had witnessed the wonderful ceremony 
that afternoon, he said, could not but be impressed with what it por- 
tended. Interest in Jewish education was being increasingly manifested. 
The Talmud Torah School had now reached a stage when it commanded 
respect. 

Dayan Dr. A. Feldman, B.A., said that the Festival was a most 
inspiring sight. They should read the book on “Jewish Education in 
Manchester and Salford,” by the Rev. I. W. Siotki, M.A., and they would 
realise the immense progress Manchester had made in the forty years’ 
since the Talmud Torah was established. He regarded the demonstra- 
tion that evening asa renewal and re-affirmation of Jewish religious life. 

Mr. A. Finestone presented a silver Menorah to Mr. I, Sunlight, as a 
memento of the occasion. Mr. Sunlight, in acknowledging the gift, said 
he was gratified at the success of the Festival. The happy faces of the 


‘ children were a sufficient reward. He hoped the Festival would now be 


permanent, 

Mr. Herbert M. Adler, M.A., LL.M., appealed for increased interest 
on the part of parents in the children's Hebrew lessons. Manchester 
was doing much for its boys, but, th ugh some admirable classes existed, 
not enough for its girls. Every girl who grew up ignorant of Jewish 
ideals was a menace to Judaism. Boys ought not to discontinue their 
education after Barmitzvah. The training of teachers ought to be taken 
seriously in hand. The Rev. I. W. Slotki, M.A., in the course of his 
remarks, mentioned the Jewish Study Circles for boys and girls over the 
age of fourteen, and appealed for new members. The Rev. M. M. Cohen 
said that numerous Synagogues had been erected during the past twenty 
years. How could they expect to fill them if they neglected the proper 
education of the new generation? Mr. Levy Davis proposed a vote of 
thanks to the speakers. Mr. Henry Cohen seconded, and Mr. J. Sunlight 
supported, the motion. Mr. I. Cansino moved, and Mr. I. Rosenblum 
seconded, a vote of thanks to the Chairman. The Rey. N. Schlesinger 
kindled the lights at the meeting.

LEEDS. 


War Memorial Pension Scheme. 
[From our Correspondent. | 
~~ Sir Robert Waley Cohen, accompanied by Lady Cohen, spent last 
week-end in Leeds, with the object of placing before the Community the 
needs and claims of the Ministers’ pension and superannuation scheme 
of the Jewish War Memorial. A conferénce was held at the Queen's 
Hotel on Sunday morning, at which Mr. 8. Wolfson presided. There 
were present representatives from all the Congregations in Leeds, and 
members and clergy of the Congregations of Harrogate and Bradford. 

An outline of the scheme was given by Sir Robert Waley Cohen. He © 
said he was of opinion that all Congregations should realise that they 
had a duty to perform towards the clergy, who, when they reached the 
age when they could no longer work, should receive adequate provision 
and protection for their dependents. Provincial Communities did not 
possess, as was the case in London, a United Synagogue. But if the 
provincial Communities accepted a scheme of pensions such as he was 
placing before them, they would certainly be making a long stride in the 
direction ofsecuring acompact organisation which would fall into line with 
the unification and co-ordination which they possessed in the Metropolis. 

The following participated in a discussion: Councillor H. Morris, the 
Revs. E. Kahan, B.A. (Harrogate), J. Israelstam, B.A. (Bradford), A, 
Knopp, M. Cohen and J. Levine, and Messrs. 8. Lubelski, H. M. Simans, 
A. Yewdall, M. Nathan, A. M. Hurwitz, LL.B., J. M. Forster, N. Hurwitz, 
and B. Harrison. The main points raised concerned the questions of 
part-time officials and teachers of Hebrew. There wasa feeling of whole- 
hearted agreement that the scheme was worthy of immediate practical 
support. 

After the Conference, a complimentary luncheon was given to Sir 
Robert and Lady Cohen at the Queen's Hotel, under the auspices of the 
local B nai Brith Lodge. Mr. D.{.Sandelson, O.B.E., presided. Speeches 
of welcome to the guests were delivered by the Chairman and the Rev, 
Dr. J. Abelson, M.A, 


On Saturday evening a reception to meet Sir Robert and Lady Waley 
Cohen was held at the residence of Mr. and Mrs. D. I. Sandelson. 


Talmud Torah. 

On Sunday afternoon, the annual prize distribut*T CT ie Talmud 
Torah was held in the Town Hall and was attended by over 600 adults, 
in addition to the 600 pupils of the Talmud Torah and the Lovell Road 
Girls’ Classes. Mr Maurice Stross was inthechair, Lady Waley Cohen 
distributed the prizes. Sir Robert Waley Cohen said that to Jews, 
education had been for many generations a special consideration. In 
fact, there had been many times when they had had no other possession. 
Persecution had given them a belief in education and a determination to 
give it totheir children. ‘The more Jews identifi d themselves with the 
general civic and national life, the more they would identify themselves 
with all that was first in their own religious traditions, so that the time 
would come when the British Jew would stand before the world as an 
example of all that was best in Jewry as well as an example of all that 
was best in the British Empire. He hoped the time was not far distant 
when there would be in Leeds a Girls’ Talmud Torah. 

The Rev. Dr. J. Abelson, M.A., referred to the sacrifices which the 
Jewish boy was called upon to make for the sake of his education and 
religion. He also dwelt upon the fact that whereas the Talmud Torah 
was hitherto housed ina very humble dwelling, the local Community had 
by dint of tremendous sacrifi‘es, erected a new Talmud Torah in 
Trafalgar Terrace, which was equipped with allthe necessary require. 
ments of a first-rate teaching establishment. 

Sir Charles Wilson, M.P. said he was glad to know that over £3,000 
a year was raised for the Talmud Torah. The Jews had a history second 
to none ; they were the aristocracy of the world. It was in the interests 
of the country generally to give the Jews free scope. England was 
benefiting as the result of its attitude of toleration towards the Jews, 

Mr. D. I. Sandelson; O.B.E., regretted that so many Jews in their 
prosperity seemed to overlook the calls of the Jewish Community. The 
work of the Talmud Torah was the greatest that Leeds Jewry had to 
perform. 

Addresses in Hebrew and Engish having been delivered by some of 
the pupils, Mr. Montague Burton, J.P. said that that day would always 
be remembered for the fact that their meeting had been graced by the 
presence of a man like Sir Robért Waley Cohen. Among other speakers 
were Councillors H. Morris, Dr. J. Friend and Michael Marous (of Edin- 
burgh), Mr. S. Wolfson and Mrs. 5. Sourasky. Mr, M, Lask, headmaster, 
responded on behalf of the teaching staff.

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THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


No. 476.—The Intelligent Woman's Guide to Judaism. 
My Dear Cousin, 


As Ilaid down Mr. Bernard Shaw's instructive and entertaining 
volume, I wondered whether it would be possiblé to produce a companion 
guide to Judaism. There seemed to be no valid reason why such a 
book should not be written; and if we had a second Mr. Shaw to doit 
forus, how happy we should be. Oar intellicent women would atleast know 
the why and wherefore of their Judaism. At present many of our com- 
wunal difficulties, nay, many of our difficulties as a people, are the resilt 
of the fact that, in the main, Jewish women know sg» little of the history 
of their people and of the fundamentals of their faith. 


Itried to piece together the outline of the imaginary Mr. Shaw's 
guide to Judaism. He would start off by setting before the intelligent 
woman (thatis the intelligent Jewish woman), a number of premi<es 
or axioms, which govern the whole problem. The first, and perhaps 
the most important, is that being born a Jewish woman, she auto- 
matically professes Judaism. She might have been boru in China, 
or in Afghanistan, in which case she would have been born into Con- 
facianism or Mahommedanism. Being born intothe Jewish people she 
would naturally be soaked in what may be called fora bettcr term the 
Jewish view of life, or the Jewish outlook. 


The second axiom which the author would impress upon the 
intelligent Jewish woman is that Judaism is not a Church, that it has no 
dogmas in the sense that the Christian churches have dogmas, and that 
since it has no dogmas it has no need of curators of dogmas, that is, 
priests and bishops. Rabbis indeed it has, but Rabbis are no priests. A 
Rabbi is a “ Master” in exactly the same meaning of the word as in the 
term “Master of Arts” or “ Master of Surgery.’ The Rabbi, like the 
Master of Arts, is supposed to possess knowledge in a certain fleld of 
learning. The field of the Rabbi is Jewish law, and Rabbi might well be 
translated into “Master of Jewish Law.” His business is to answer 
questions oflaw. If, for instance, you found a needle inside the chicken 
which you were preparing for your dinner party, you would naturally go 
to the Rabbi of your district, or failing him, you would goto the Chief 
Rabbi, to enquire as to the law on this matter and’to receive his decision, 
to wit, whether you might use the chicken for the dinner party, or 
whether according to the law the chicken was trepha, and thercfore, unfit 
to eat. If, to take another illustration, you discover a crumb on your 
breakfast plate during the Passover, or if you wanted to know whether 
during Passover your table-cloth might be starched, you would in the 
same way get either. into personal or telephonic communication with the 
nearest Rabbi in order to learn what the law ison the subject. As an 
intelligent woman you will understand that a law there must be, 
and if there is a law, there must also be its interpreter. That is 
the true fanction of the Rabbi. It was his fanetion in Jewish com- 
manities in past centuries, and you may be sure that in these days the 
Rabbi is as ready to interpret the law for all intelligent women as ever 
be-was. Some Rabbis have been saints, others have been charlatans ; 
some have taught goodly doctrine, others have sometimes been the 
authors of folly and even of evil. Did you not read what a Jewish woman 
in London told a County Court Judge the other day’ <A Rabbi 
informed her that if she was married without obtaining chalitza, the 
dead relatives of her late husband would come at night and tear pieces 
off her. 


His third axiom to the intelligent Jewess would be that, like all 
religions, Judaism must afford those who profess it inward peace and a 
certain harmony with their environment. If it does not do this there 
must be something radically wrong either with Judaism or with the 
intelligent Jewess. If religion does not make for inward peace, the 
peace of God as it is sometimes called, then it fails of its purpose. As a 
matter of fact religion in genera! and Judaism in partieular do bring this 
peace in a greater or less degree to all religious people. 

The writer's next step would be to make clear to the intelligent 
Jewish woman some of the fundamental principles upon which Judaism 
is built up. The firstand most important is that the Jorah is of divine 
origin. The vast majority of Jews throughoutthe ages have held the 
belief, which has amounted to a certainty, that the story of the divine 
revelation on Mount Sinai is a reliable record.of actual facts; that Goad 
Himself really appeared on Sinai and that the Jewish people, standing 
at its foot, heard the Ten Commandments with their own ears. But 
Jewish belief goes further than this. It holds that not only the Ten 
Commandments but the whole of the Torah, that is to say, every 
Ordinance contained in the Pentateuch, is of divine origin. But the belief 
does not stop there. tt goes on to assert that sipece the law must needs 
be interpreted and explained, the interpretation and explanation is also 
of divine origin. In short, dear madam, the writer would say, Judaism 
teaches that both the Written Law and the Oral Law are of divine origin. 

This is a proposition which must of necessity lead to a good deal of 
argument, and you will not be surprised (he will add) that the extent 
of such argument is enormous. But the basic belief remains, and it 
shows that in Judaism submission to law is one of the dominating facts 
oflife. The Jew must obey the law as expressed in the Bible, as expressed 
in the Talmud, as explained and amplified by Rabbis who lived after the 
Talmudic age, as propounded even by the Rabbis of to-day. But what 
about Get? the intelligent Jewess might ask. The writer of her Guide 
would say that as long as Get is Jewish law, the imtelligent woman must 
accept the law. But that does not exclude her making serious attempts 
to have the law altered: If through her influence she could bring about 
@ rabbinic Synod of all the recognised Rabbis of the age, who would meet 
in London, or New York, or Warsaw, or Vilma, or best of all in Jerusalem, 


and pass a resolution either abrogating or modifying the law of Get, then 


the law would lose its sanction. But notil this is done she must abide by 
the law of Get, no matter how much out of accord with actual life it may 
be, no matter how childish or even foolish the process of Get may appear 
to a twentieth century intelligent woman. 

Rooted in the Torak and sanctioned by Jewish life throughont 
almost the whole existence of the Jewish people is the beliefin the unity 
of God—the conception that God is one entity, and the companion con 
ception of one humanity. You will remember, dear madam, how it bas 
been put, the Guide might say—the Fatherhood of God and the Brother 
hood of Man. From this principle again there flows naturally another. 
namely, that Jewish ethics are social ethies. It is heenuse of the 


Brotherhood of Man that the Jew is taught, and has taught the world, to 


love his fellow-men. This it is which makes a Jewish woman a cond 
neighbour, a good wife, a2 good mother, a kind mistress to het 
Servants. Donot imagine, my dear lady, that the Jewish woman claims 
& monopoly of these things. lar from it. She is only tooready to 
recognise that among non-Jews. likewise, these good qaalities may be, 
and are in fact, found. Her ideals and her striving toreach them are 
not in opposition to other people's ideals and other people's striving; 
indeed, the Jewish woman hopes that. the day will come when the ideals 
which she values so bighly will be the ideals of all the world. Then the 
Kingdom of God will be established throughont the naiverse. fo intense 
is the Jewish woman's certainty of.this that another of the basic prine.- 
ples of Judaism is that whichis sometimes termed belief in a Messianic 
Age. Old-fashioned Jewessecs take this to mean that some time or anothera 
Messiah or Saviour will appear in the world and bring about the Messianic 
axe, the age described so vividly by the prophet Isaiah whenhe spoke of 
thelion lying down withthelamb. Intelligent Jewish women do not alwys 
snare this view of the personal Messiah, but they bclieveiathe Messianic 
age nove the less, confident that it will be brought about in Uod @ good 
time, not necessarily by a personal adent, but by the refined will of inan- 
kind. The intelligent Jewish woman might possibly, therefore, regent 
the League of Nations, for instance, as being the clond in the sky ne 
bigger than a man’s hand which is the harbinger of the better time that 
isto be. Lou will note, dear madam, the significance of this teaching— 
that almost all those who have attempted to summarise what Judaism 
stands for have stressed the belief in the Messianic age. You wit}, 
remember, of course, that the great Maimonides was no exception. 

The new guide to Judaism will also have to stress the freedom of the 
will, While Bhuddism teaches pessimixm—that life is not worth while, 
that nan merely puts up wilh it; and while Islam is detertministic—that 
maa bas no choice, that he is but a creature of fate, that he cin but ery 
Aismet, Judaism teaches the mach more virile doctrine that man is the 
captain of bis soul and that he shapes his destisy for himself, An cut- 
look such as this is bound to have tremendous consequences on the 
conduct of every intelligent woman. She must show her metal: she is 
bonnd to win her spursino life. [6 isa vigorous doctrine, fall of challenge, 
making for action and scorning quiescence, a doctrine that must make for 
moral] health aud for good citizenship, a doctrine that wi’! sweep away 
abnses and carry through social reforms, that will condemn slums and 
attempt to remove poverty. I should say that one of its motive forces is 
the belief that what is good is God's will—a fine principle, as every 
intellizent woman wil! surely admit. 

According to Jewish teaching the object of the life of every intelligent 
Jewish woman is to%bey God's revealed Commandments. Judaism does 
not ask you to be “saved,” but rather to live the highest kind of life as a 
woman andasacitizen. Cynics have sometimes spoken of Judaism as 
a religion of pots and pans. They surely could not have meant that it i« 
a religion only of pots and pans. The religious aspect of pots and pans, 
as you will surely know, dear madam, if you recall the life of your mother 
or your grandmother, does enter into Jewish life. You will know to what 
the label refers—to the dietary laws, to the Biblical ordinance of (hallan, 
which is so important, as any member of the Beth Din will tell you, that 
the ancient Rabbis held that by reason of its neglect women die in child. 
birth! Indeed, is there pot inuch to be said for the maintenance of 
kashrut in Jewish homes’ Physically, Aashrut makes for punctilious 
cleanliness, and morally, it aids self-control, an ideal which philosophers 
in every age have preached and which every intelligent woman must take 
a delight in practising, 

Will she also take delight in practising another custom—the wearing 
of the wig? Jewish practice prescribes this method of concealing female 
beauty. That is the purpose of the Shuilel. But the Jewish ladies of 
Frankfurt have evolved a Sha@itel (made in Paris), which is a work of art, 
and which, far from hiding beauty, embellishesit. Be that as it- may, 
here is another rule, the object of which is precautionary. 

You see, dear madam, that Judaism is much more interested in re;:- 
lating the life of the individual Jewish woman than in debating nice 
questions of theology. There are some Jewish authorities who will have 
it that there is no theology at all in Judaism. In any event, we may take 
comfort in the fact that Jews are not troubled with different aspects of 
salvation, or with different and often conflicting interpretations of saera- 
ments. Judaism rather is a method of life; one method ; as Jews think, 
the best method. 

On some such lines as these, as it seems to me, the Jewish Mr. Shaw 
of my imagination would elaborate the intelligent woman's guide to 
Judaism. He could easily fill a volume as stout as the real Mr. Shaw’s 
“Intelligent Woman's Guide to Socialism.” I assume, of course, that his 
pen would have the same readiness as the real Mr, Shaw’s, that he would 
be gifted with the same humour and the same original method of stating 
things, the same capactity for making plain the ordinary activities of life. 
Mr. Shaw is areality ; alas, the author of my imagining is but a dream man, 
But, if he should appear in our midst, his mission would serve a magnifi- 
cent purpose. To guide our intelligent women to Jndaism would amount 
almost to what all intelligent Jews are awaiting—to a Jewish renascence.

“And I will make them one nation in the land ipon 
mountains of Isracl, and one king shall be king over them. 
shall be no more two nations, neither shall they be divided into two 
kingdoms any more atall.” 


The extract from Ezekiel that forms our Haphtorah this week, 
follows directly on the earlier part of the chapter, containing that 
wonderful vision of the resurrection of the dead bones in the dark valiey. 
As to that vision—while some interpreters have taken it literally and 
have even ventured to declare the identity of the dead, whom Ezckiel 
brought to life, others find a far greater inspiration in the thought, that 
it foretold much more than a merely physical resurrection. It teaches 
us that God, who causes to die and brings bick to life is also the great 


inspirer of all undying hopes. To use 
Ezekiel's own explanation: these dead bones represented the whole 


Ezekiel araveii, 22 


house of Israel, who said, “Our bones are dried, our hope is lost.” 
But the prophet does not content himself with the recital 
of this wondrous poem. His task is a complex one. The oftice 


of prophet to the House of Israel! consisted of more than the attempt to 
forecast the future. Even Ezekiel, who indulges in much detailed 
description of the glory of the new Temple thatis to be built in Jerusalem, 
does not confine himself to prediction alone. His chief message is for his 
contemporaries. He uses the future as an ideal, a pattern by which to 
work for the improvement of the present. Similarly, he uses the past asa 
warning and an example. The prophets.are the historians of the nation. 
They write their history always from a religious standpoint. They trace 
the direct control of God over the fortunes of His people in mercy and in 
gudgment. Their history of the past has always its didactic purpose in 
view, their prophecy of the future no less so. ‘Their chief task is con- 
cerned with the present time in which they stand to prophesy. There 
are first and foremost, preachers of righteousness. They summon tien to 
repentence, setting before them the goodness and the severity of God. 
They tell of the relation of God to the people of His choice. They speak 
of the duty of God's folk towards Him and of that part of the same duty 
which finds its fulfilment in the carrying out the duty of a man towards 
his neighbour. It is the prophets’ work to nake known the will of God, 
and to urge their hearers to bring their owa lives into harmony with the 
Divine Will, Undoubtedly these men of God are concerned deeply about 
the future. It is the future that will justify the prophetical message. 
These prophets are the appointed heralds of the Divine purpose for Israel, 
and through Israel for the world. 

But the fultilment of prophecy in general as of this particular parable 
of Ezekiel does not always take the simple form that one may at first 
expect. Fulfilment is related to prophecy as the beauty of leaf and 
flower and fruit is related to the seed from which it‘has sprung. Prophecy 
Contains the germ. It may spring up into an entirely mew and 
unexpected form. It is an outline which will receive new shapes 
of loveliness. The inner idea—not the form in whic? it is conveyed— 
is the essential part of the prophecy. The formin which it is embodied 
is largely human, determined by the conditions of the prophet’s age. and 
Varying accordi gly from time to time. The fulfilment, which is the 
evolution of the essential idea, must be greater than the prophecy which 
is limited by the present circumstances. in which it is spoken and by the 
incomplete realisation of a future known only to God Himself. Bearing 
these things in mind we can consider the very simple parable, which 
forms our reading from the Prophets. At the Divine command Ezekie! 
takes into his hand two sticks. Ou the one he inscribes the name of 
Judah; on the other that of the Northern kingdom of Israel. He places 
them together in his hand, and lo! they have become one stick’ 
Bo, says the Prophet, will God take these two, that have been 
the warring sections of His people, and make of them one united 
nation upon the mountains of Israel. “They shall be no more two 
nations, neither shall they be divided into two kingdoms any more.” A 
Stickler for the exact fulfilmeat of Divine prophecy, in view of the 
subsequent disappearance of the Northern kingdoms might cither deny 
the possibility of the fulfilment of the prophecy or pin his faith to the 
ultimate discovery of the lostten tribes. Butif, as has been suggested, 
one seeks a little further for the lesson that Ezekiel was wishful to convey 
to his genoration, it was something deeper than the magic of the combina 
tion of the two sticks within his hand. It was something greater even than 
the restoration of ten lost tribes. It was a warning that the unity of Israel 
was acondition neccessarily precedent to any real restoration of the king- 
dom. Inthe same way he foretells in the next verse that the Israel of the 
future “will no longer pollute themselves with their idols or their 
abominations or their transgressions but walk in God's judgments and 
observe His statutes and do them.” But surely the moral of it all is that 
the cleansing process has to begin sow, in the prophets own time. 
Otherwise to what purpose are his fulminations against sin aud wicked- 
ness and corruption’. So also the union of divided Israel must be a part 
of the present-day politics iof the Prophet's own time. How otherwise 
should the divisions in Israel be hea!led, and the ideal of a united Israel 
be brought to fruition? It is the internal peace and unity of his people 
that Ezekielseeks. The divisions and the dis:ensions--the divided sticks, 
have been their weakness anda main cause of their downfall throughout 
their history. To those who look forward to a still later fulfilment of 
Ezeckiel’s prophecy, the lesson holds good, that we should bring the 
warring elements in Israel within the Prophet's hand. In his hand they 
may become once again a united people. One people with but one 


purpose, united again in brotherly love and in the common service of one 
God, 


NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath 2"), Genesis xliv, 13—xIvii, 27, 

XLY.,1, The first half of the sentence is not to be translated “Joseph 
could not refrain himself before all them that stood by him,” as is given 
in the English versions. It was not the presence of his attendants—that 
is the meaning of “ them that stood by him "—that broke down his self- 
control, but the passionate appeal of Judah, The clause is correctly 
interpreted by Diiimann, who renders, “ Joseph could no longer restrain 
himself (as he rust do), because of all those standing before him.” The 
fact that the Egyptian officials were in the room compelled him to put 
restraint upon himself and suppress his feelings ; but they were becoming 
too strong to control, so he ordered the room to be cleared before his 
emotions overpowered him. 

“Andhecried.” The Hebrew is “ and he called,” which Nachmanides 
takes to mean, “he raised his voice in anger; ” but there was nothing to 
make him angry atthe time, The verb NS is employed here instead 
of ON to denote that Joseph spoke in a tone of authority, and it equals 
“he ordered.” 

“Cause to go out.” We must understand the command as addressed 
to “them that stood by him” in the sense of his attendants. They were 
ordered to remove all who were present with the exception of the brothers, 

Verse 2. “The Egyptians heard.” The reference is to the men who 
had left the room and were standinginthe courtyard. The verb “ heard” 
used of the “household of Pharaoh,” has a different meaning from that in 
the clause “the Egyptiansheard,” It can hardly signify that the weeping 
was so loud that it penetrated into the king's palace. More probably 
yow has here the same sense as in xxi., 26, I did not hear of it.” 
The news of the strange happenings reached Pharaoh's Court. 

Verse 3. Some critics find it strange that Joseph should have asked 
whether his father was still alive, seeing that Judah had given bim the 
information in the course of his remarks and had in fact concluded with 
the mention of his father (xliv., 34). The point has not been overlooked 
by Jewish commentators. Abarbanel suggests that he asked the question 
not for information but to give the brothers a chance to recover from 
their shock; or he may have thought that Judah possibly pictured the 
old father grieving over his youngest son for the purpose of gaining his 
sympathies, although in fact he might be dead. Mendelssohn also 
regards the question as rhetorical and put for the purpose of opening the 
conversation and establishing friendly relations with his brothers. 

Verse 4. “Come near.” Abarbanel and Sforno suppose that he 
requested them to approach because he wanted to whisper the mention 
of his having been sold, so that the Egyptians who heard the sound of 
weeping should not hear of their disgraceful conduct, which would 
prejudice them in theireyes and perhaps lead to permission being with- 
held to their settling inthe country. fince Joseph doubtless addressed 
his brothers in Hebrew, quite apart from the fact that the conversation 
was not likely to be heard by those outside, preference must be given to 
Rashi's explanation that they started back in dismay on discovering 
Joseph's identity, and he asked them to come near to him qs an indica- 
tion of his tender feelings towards them. This is exquisitely suggested 
by the repetition of his statement, “I am Joseph,” but with the addition 
this time of “your brother.” He only recalls what they had done to him 
for the purpose of establishing his identity beyond all doubt, since nobody 
else could have known of it. 

Verse 5. “To preserve life.” Washi is correct in interpreting this as 
“to preserve life for you,” asthe following verses clearly show, Joseph's 
remark not only displays a deeply religious faith in Providence, but also 
a remarkable psychological insight. Nothing could so readily overcome 
the remorse and fear of the brothers as the statement that all had 
been decreed for a beneficent purpose. 

Verse 6. “Neither ploughing nor harvest.” If the text had intended 
that, the Hebrew would have been YEP NI. What was to prevent 
them from ploughing their fields® The trouble was that such labour - 
would prove futile, since nothing grew. And that idea is distinctly con- 
veyed in the Hebrew, which really means “there will be no plovghing 
with harvest.”

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New Roumania and the Jews.

The Rt. Hon. JOSIAH C. WEDGWOOD, D.S.0O., MP. 


The Jews do not have an easy time in Roumania, Hungary or 
Poland. There is still a good deal that is medieval about these 
countries. Modern competition and antique religion combine to 
make anti-Semitism both popular and fashionable. Nationalism 
seems to demand it, though puzzled as to whether they ought not 
to hate external foreigners more than internal Jews. But the 
responsibie classes are still more puzzled as to whether anti- 
Semitism is not becoming bad form. More civilised Western 
Europe seems to blamé them—seems to look upon the old ways 
with Jews as an undesirable form of blackguardism. So the 
responsibles are learning from the West. Moreover, there is a new 
solidarity about the Jews, a squaring of the shoulders and a showing 
of the teeth, which is apt to change one’s views of the whole matter, 


Hungary and Poland are, perhaps, slower to learn, but Roumania is 
anew Koumania and is learning quickly. It was new to me and I have 
just been through all Roumania, from the Hungarian to the Kossian 
borders, preaching that the English were the friends of the Jews—a very 
pleasant task and very fruitful. The Jews liked itand the others learnt. 
It so happened that while I was there, there was a revolution, the final 
turning over of an old page of history. Old Eastern Roumania changed 
to the new, 


Roumania consists of Moldavia and Wallachia (the old Kingdom with 
Turkish traditions), Bessarabia taken from Russia, Transylvania and the 
Banat taken from Hungary, and the Bukovina taken from Austria. The 
old Kingdom is the conqueror of these diverse provinces, imposing its 
views and language on alien cities more ancient and educated than 
Bucharest. And for ten years the old Kingdom, feared but not respected, 
has lain under the dictatorship of a clique ‘humonrously called the 
Liberal Party. The Bratianus ruled. No sham democracy was ever 
more patently absurd. Peasants voted in one ballot box, and officials 
counted the votes from another box. 


Yet, in their youth, the Liberals did one great thing, for they ex pro. 
priated the great landlords and gave the land to the peasants. The 
amount of land expropriated varied, as one might expect. Landlords 
were always allowed to retain 209 acres round each residence: and often 
@ son, or a daughter, or a maiden aunt “dummied” another 290 acres, or 
yet another; and this extension naturally varied with the loyalty of the 
landlord. More peasants were freed in Travusylvania, no doubt, where 
landlords are Hungarian Counts, 

In the conquered area the people of the towns are Jewish or German. 
the peasants on the land are Roumanians. They were two different 
castes, and now the positions of the castes are reversed, and all have to 
learn Roumanian and touch the hat to Roumanian officials. All public 
servants are Roumanian; their standards are called Oriental: and an 
air of martyrdom prevails, with regrets for the Vienna of Intelligencia’s 
youth. But one should not make the mistake of thinking Transylvania 
another edition of the Tyrol or of the Rhineland. Roumanians are not 
Italian or French and do not adopt the “ conquistadorial strut.” Were 
Mediterranean ordering Nordic is obviously less truculent than would be 
the Nordic ordering about a Mediterranean rac. The sabres do not 
clank. 

But for ten years the whole country has been unfree, and suffering 
in mind and purse, ever more and more angrily indignant with the 
dictatorship from Bucharest. The Union in 1927 of M. Manii’s party from 
Transylvania, called National, with the peasant party from old Roumania, 
marked the beginning of the end of dictatorship,. Their united demon 
stration at Alba Julia this summer even shook the dynasty. At last, on 
November 2nd, by a supreme effort of daring, the Regency accepted a 
passing offer of resignation, and the Bratianu dictatorship came to an end. 
On the same day, with an expiring gesture, the Government abolished 
the censorship. A free press and free voting had arrived. 

All look to Manin, but he is expected to achieve the impossible; all 
speak well of Maniu, the westerner from Transylvania with the liberal, 
educated mind; big business and little business, poasant and the fearfal 
worker in Kishinev, all ‘have woken up and smile. He is expected to 
bring civilisation, safety, freedom, decentralisation, cheap credit, stabilsa- 
tion, and honesty. Above all he is the first to unite conquerer and con- 
quered, town and peasant, in all Roumania. 

Only—Press and politics may at last be free; but will the prisons be 
emptied? The darkest side of the old Roumania was not corruption, but 
the terrorism on the Russian march. South of Czernowitz, no man or 
woman dare call themselves Socialist, for the fear of Russia and of 
Communism dominates Bessarabia and lHucharest. Thousands lie 
untried in prison, rotting under conditions unbelievable in the West. 
Secret denunciation hangs over anyone who speaks out in public or 
private. The town workers suffer most from this dread suspicion, and, 
of course, to be a Jew is but to increase the danger, 

It was the Maniu party which denounced the pogrom at Oradea 
Mare (Grosswardein) last December—-the pogrom when the Jews hoisted 
the Union Jack only to see it torn down and trampled over their ruins, 
Will the Maniu party now dare to put an end to something worse than a 
pogrom—to empty the prisons and free Bessarabia from fear? NoJew 
told me this, but this is the real test of the liberalism of the new 
Roumania, the real test of equal Jewish citizenship. Here, and not 
among Hungarian landlords, lies the proof that Minorities are safe in 
Roumania,

New Bills Before Congress. 


[From our Correspondent—New York. ] 


A billintrodaced in the American Senate, provides that from July, 
1950, immigration should be prohibited for ten years, with the exceptiov 
of that of non-quota privileged immigrants. The bil! has been referred 
to the [Immigration Committee. 

Congressman Dickstein. a Jew, has, on the contrary, introduced in 
the House of Representatives & bill providing that refugees who held 
visas to enter the United States before the new quota restrictions came 
into force but who are unable to obtain them under the new Act, should 
be allowed to enter as non-quota immigrants. The bill also proposes to 
enable aliens who enter the country fora temporary visit and by marrying 
an American citizen, or in some other way, become entitled to a non- 
quota visa, to remain in the country without being obliged first to leave 
the States to seek a non-quota visa abroad. 


Mr. Louis Marshall's 72nd Birthday. 
— — 
World-Wide Congratulations for Jewish Leader. 


Mr. Louis Marshall, President of the American Jewish Committee 
and one of the leading Jews of America, c Jebrated his seventy-second 
birthday last riday. Jews and Jewish organisations from all parts of 
America and Europe sent messages of congratulation. On a previous 
birthday he said in reply to greetings : “I do not think anyone deserves 
special credit for attaining the age of seventy. I do not feel it. 1 want 
to wear out, not rust out.” 

The son of parents who immigrated, Mr. Marshall was born at 
Syracuse in New York State in 1356. He isa leading constitutional lawyer. 
At the Peace Coaference he was chief spokesman of American Jewry in 
putting the case for the Jewish minorities, and acted as President of the 
Committee of Jewish Delegations. He was President of the American 
Jewish Kelief Committee, which, with other organisations, collected 
over sixty-five million dollars for the relief of Eastern Earopean Jewish 
war sufferers. He is the leader of a grou» of American non-Zionists 
with whom Dr. Weizmann recently concluded the Jewish Agency Pact.

Roumanian Election Results. 
Great Victory for Pro-Jewish Government B/oc. 
[From our Correspondent—BUCHAREST.' 


The results of the Koumanian elections show an overwhelming 
victory for the Government b/oc, which has secured 544 out of 387 seats 
in the Chamber. Owing to the stringent measures adopted, no intimida- 
tion of voters took place as on previous occasions, The Jewish vote was 
cast alnrost solidly in favour of the Maniu and peasant combination. 

Nine Jewish membors have been elected; Messrs. Fisher, Nobel, 
Merton, and Landau, (Zionists); Messrs. Rosenberg, Graur, Hoffman, 
and Fague, (non-Zionist members of the Peasant Party); and Dr Jacob 
Pistiner, (Socialist). All are supporters of the Maniu régime. Nota 
single anti-Semite has secured a seat; the Cazists only polled 1.17 of the 
total votes—two per cent. being necessary fora party to obtain repre. 
sentation. The Averescu-Yorga Uloc has only obtained five seats, 
General Averescu himself, Professor Yorga, Messrs. Bratianu and Duca, 
l’'rofessor Angelescu and Dr. Goga, have been re-elected, bat Professor 
Juza has no seat. nor has Dr. lilderman, the President of the Union of 
Roumanian Jews. 

The new Senate is a!so composed almost wholly of Government 
supporters; the four Jews in it are Chief Ribbi Niemirover, who con. 
tinues officially to represent the Jewish Community, Dr. Meyer Ebner 
aud Dr Theodor Fisher, both Zionists and Mr. Mosei Zipstein, National 
Peasants’ Party. 

Various pro-Jewish actions have already been taken by the new 
Government. Mr. Costacescu, the Minister of L-ducation, has promised 
to regulate the supply of corpses for Jewish medical students, and at a 
recent meeting of party leaders at Jassy, appealed to all to fight anti. 
Semitism. A Government grant of a million leis has been made to the 
Jewish student organisations, and more money is promised. Tor the 
first time the students’ anniversary celebrations have passed without 
anti-Semitic disorders. 


Prosecution of Mr. Klotz. 


Resignation from all Public Activities. 
[From our Correspondent 

The affair of Mr. Klotz, the former Frencn Minister of Finance, has 
taken afresh turn. Following the demand in the Senate by Mr. Barthou, 
the Minister of Justice, for the suspension of Mr. Kiotz’s parliamentary 
immunity, the latter has himself resigned his seat and his Army Com. 
mission. and retired from the Paris Bar and from all political organisations, 
Mr. Kiotz has been transferred from a private institution to the prison at 
Fresnes, where menta!t spocialists are observing his condition. 

The Public Prosecutor bas opened proceedings, and the prisoner 
has been interrogated by the examining magistrate, Advocate Torres, 
despite political objections, has undertaken the defence. His friends 


declare that the worthless cheques Mr. Klotz is accused of issuing were 
signed while he was insane. ‘The trial promises to bocome the occasion 
for violent political strife. Already it has supplied anti-Semites with 
material for propaganda. 
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Petitions to the League of Nations. 
| 
No Change in Procedure for Minorities. 
From our Correspondent —LUGANO.] 

At its session in Logano, the League of Nations Council has decided 
Rot to change the procedure decided upon in 1925, concerning communica- 
flons received from non-official bodies. The question was raised by the 
London Joint Foreign Committee in a memorandum submitted to Sir Eric 
Proummond, the Secretary-General, by Mr. Lucien Wolf in September. 
The decision means that the Secretary-General cannot submit to the 
menibers of the Council all the resolutions, memoranda, proposals and 
petitions received from non-official bodies; bat it does not probibit the 
reception of petitions concerning the protection of minorities, which 
are dealt with under a separate procedure. 


Questions on Jewish Matters in the Polish Sejm. 
—— 
A Bulletin Withdrawn. 


[From our Correspondent—WARSAW. 


The Assistant Minister for Foreign Affairs, Mr. Wisocki, informed 
Deputy Rozmarin, who had previously made’an indignant protest in the 
matter, that the anti-Jewish Bulletin issued by the Polish Government 
was compiled at the request of the Polish Consulate in Antwerp by a 
high official, Mr. Lubliner, an “ assimilated Jew,” who has been fora long 
time the Ministry's informant on Jewish questions. The Bulletin was 
sent by the Chief of the Press Bureau, a baptised Jew, to the Polish 
Tegations and Consulates abroad and to the Press without these officials 
having secured the Minister's sanction. It has therefore been recalled. 

The Minister of Agriculture declared in the Sejm Badget Committee 
that no discrimination against Jews is made in the Government's Polish 
policy. 

The Minister of Justice in reply to another question, denied that 
Tsarist restrictions were still being enforced. Deputy Hartglass, how- 
ever, pointed out that only recently a Jew was not allowed to purchase 
land and that Christians were prohibited from embracing Judaism. 
He also asked why newspapers were tolerated which printed attacks 
and boycott appeals against Jews, in Upper Silesia. He expressed 
pleasure however, at the confiscation of anti-Jewish boycott appeals in 
Warsaw. 

The Minister of Justice maintained that the High Court and the 
Government considered the I sarist anti-Jewish restrictions a dead letter. 
The new general codification of the laws would annul them. 


Emil Ludwig in Copenhagen. 
“Not an Original Historian.”

The German Democratic Press is very critical of the action of the 
German Minister in Copenhagen, Herr yon Hassell, who informed the 
Copenhagen University that official Germany did not consider Emil 
Ludwig, the famous biographer, an original historical investigator. The 
University cancelled the official lecture, which would otherwise have 
been arranged, but Mr. Ludwig addressed Copenhagen students in private. 
Danish writers held a bapauet in his honour, at which.the German 
Minister was not present. 


Anti-Semitism in Russia. 
Inquiry into University Scandal.

Non-Jewish students, it is alleged, were sometimes given diplomas 
without examination, while the most proficent Jews were never allowed 
to succeed, according to a Soviet Government enquiry into recent happen- 
ings at Voronesz University. Professor Greenstein, the Jewish neurologist, 
was forced to resign by bis anti-Semitic colleagues. Eleven leading anti- 
Semitic students have been dismissed by order. 

Rioters found guilty of Jew-beating and attacking the police in the 
Rudny.riot have been sentenced by a special tribunal, one to ten years, 
and nine to imprisonment for from one to two years. Five workers at 
Bhiisselburg have been sent to prison for ill-treating a Jewish fellow. 
factory worker. 


South African Board of Deputies.

TO MEET IN PRIVATE.

Mr. L. Motzkin, the President of the Actions Committee, has stated 
that the sittings of the Actions Committee this time are to be strictly 
private.

Apart from Dr. Weizmann's report, the Actions Committee will 
determine which of the Jewish institutions or personalities in Europe 
should be invited to join the Jewish Agency. 

Rabbi Dr. Stephen Wise has come to Berlin to attend the meeting of 
the Actions Committee. In view of his opposition to Dr. Weizmann’s 
régime, special significance is attached to his presence at the meeting. 

The Central office of the Zionist Organisation announces that the 
chief items on the Agenda are: (1) The extension of the Jewish Agency ; 
(2) the Political Situation ; and (3) Fixing of the Time and Place of the 
Sixteenth Conference. 

In the course of the meeting certain interpellations, of which 
notification has been given by members of the General Council, will be 
dealt with. The meeting is expected to last until Sunday. 


German “Liberals” and the Agency. 


AUTOCRATIC TERMS OF PARTICIPATION, 


[From our Correspondent—BERLIN. | 

The Juedische Liberale Zeitung, the official organ of the Federation 
of “ Liberal” Jews in Germany, has published an article by Councillor 
Lili nthal, one of the leaders of German “ Liberal” Jewry, stating the 
conditions on which the “ Liberal” Jews in Germany are prepared to enter 
the Jewish Agency. The article is evidently timed to coincide with the 
meeting of the Actions Committee. 

Councillor Lilienthal states that the “Liberal” Jews in Germany 
are prepared to enter the Jewish Agency provided that they be able to 
exercise sufficient influence on the work in Palestine, that the non- 
Nationalist “ Liberal” view on this work should be treated with respett, 
that the joint work in Palestine should be devoid of any political sense, 
that the immigration into Palestine should not-exceed the limits of the 
economic possibilities of absorption in the country, that friendly relations 
should be maintained with the Arabs, and finally that the Jewish Agency 
constitution should be accompanied by a wider general agreement on 


colonisation, dealing with a systematic Jewish land settlement action in 
all parts of the world. 


“You Are a Fish!” 


AMERICAN COMMENT ON JEWISH AGENCY. 


Mr, Gerson B. Levi, writing in the REFORM ADVOCATE of Chicago, 
has an amusing and instructive comment on the Marshall Conference and 
its perfervid “ Pact of Glory,” which, as he wittily observes, is “ packed ” 
with something else (writes the Editor in yesterday's JEWISH WORLD). 


Naturally, it sounds fine (remarks Mr. Levi) and is token of a very pretty 
gesture to say ‘that non-Zionists are not non-Zionists any more, and that Zionists 
are not Zionists any more. Itall reminds one of the story that used to be current 
of the Jew who sprinkled three drops of water on a well-cooked goose and said: 
“You area fish! you are a fish! you are a fish!" and permitted his Catholic 
guest to partake of the meal on Friday. But really, after all the making of 
speeches and the washing of hands, is the non-Zionist not still a non- Zionist? 

e certainly has not become a Zionist. 


He goes on to show (continues the Editor), how Zionism—and it 


‘follows anti-Zienism—is a philosophy that is not likely to have become 
‘changed just by the reports of experts which specifically avoidedanything 


in the natureofa philosophic argument. To make-the pactanything more 
than a mere gesture, he concludes, the Zionists must drop Zionism. 
That is precisely what I have all along felt about this Jewish Agency 
plan ; or at least that there must result a considerable dilution of Jewish 
Nationalism. In the long run, that must mean the destruction of the 
Zionist Movement and a set back, for Heaven knows how long, of Zionist 
aspirations, 


Dr. Weizmann's Tour in Holland. 
RENEWAL OF IMMIGRATION INTO PALESTINE. 
[From our Correspondent -AM®TERDAM.}) 


Six years have elapsed since the President of the Zionist World 
Organisation paid his last visit to Amsterdam. He addressed a large 
and enthusiastic gathering in that city last week. Dr. Weizmann 
reminded tis hearers that the past six years had been difficult ones for 
the Zionist Movement which had witnessed a severe crisis in Palestine 
following upon a period of unknown prosperity and intensive immigration. 
But he now felt that that there were Lb tter times ahead and he was able 
toivform them that arrangements were being concluded whereby six 
hundred Jewish families would this coming winter be settled on the land 
in Palestine. 

Notwithstanding the crisis, which he would not under-estimate, and 
the mistakes, the three pillars upon which the Jewish National Home 
rested, had remained unshaken. He was referring to the development 
made in agriculture, in industry and in trade. 

From the Jewish Agency, Dr. Weizmann said, he anticipated great 
financial possibilities which would enable them to arrange for a much 
more intensive colonisation. With reference to the Wailing Wall, the 
Speaker was of opinion that they could look to the British Government 
for a satisfactory solution. 

The meeting which was held under the auspices of the Netherlands 
Keren Hayesod, was presided over by Advocate Dr. L. E. Visser, the 
President, and other speakers in support were Rab »i Davids, Chief Rabbi 
of the Synagogal Resort, Groningen, Advocate K. J. Edersheim, President 
of the Netherland Zionist Federation, and Dr. Adolf Friedemann. 

Dr. Weizmann was the chief guest at a dinner arranged in his honour, 
among those present being a member of the Dutch Ministry, the Burgo- 
master of Amsterdam and the Italian Consul. Prior to this fanction a 
procession of representatives of several Zionist organisations was 
formed, which marched through the city and halted at the “Casino,” 


where a mass meeting was held at which tributes were paid to the 
Zionist leader. 


Aspects of Jewish Nationalism. 
WEAKENING INFLUENCE OF THE HASKALAH. 
Mr. Herman Gudansky, B.A., LL.B., lectured to the “ Kadimah,” on 


Monday, at 26a, Soho Square, on “Some Aspects of Jewish Nationalism.” 


Mr. F. Z. Bogard presided. 

Nationalism, said the lecturer, was very difficult to define. Te 
first condition was that people had to live together and have some 
common bond. It was a living force or spirit binding people by common 
territory, language, tradition, religion, and possibly racial instincts. But 
nationalism had to be free and unrestricted. Nothing must be allowed 
to impair or weaken the forces of nationalism, and Jewish nati. nalism 
was similar to that of other peoples. The British Empire was helping 
the Jews to fulfil their national aspirations, but it had to realise that the 
Jewish Nation must be free and unfettered. Palestine must not be made 
a Seventh Dominion. If Palestine was under the dominance of a greater 
power, the Jewish nationality would be endangered as it would not be free 
and unfettered. All organic States had their origin ia religion, without 
which no State could exist. The Roman Empire had to fall because it 
lacked spiritual force. The same would happen to the Jewish State. It 
was religion which supplied the Jewish Nation with its raison d‘éire. 
This national spirit had clung to the Jewish religion in all its forms. 
With the Haskalah and the emancipation of the Jewish people Judaism 
was impaired. All the further breaks had happened since : “ Libera! * and 
Reform Judaism, and lastly the Christian Science Movementin the U.5.A. 

Another aspect which was under-estimated was the educational! one. 
The spirit of the Ghetto was instrumental in provoking Jewish dignity 
and pride. With the advent of Zionism these feelings were revived, but 
between the Haskaiah and the advent of Zionism, people were afraid of 
Judaism. The National Movement to-day provided the Jewish peopic, 
and particularly the Jewish child, with an intense Jewish atmosphere. 
When, as in many cases, the child had to contend with the antagonist‘se 
influence of parents, the national sentiment kept it within the fold, and 
brought it back to a complete sense'of Judaism.

Jewish 
nationalism didnoteven conflict with internationalism, for internationalism 
dia not mean thé abolition of nationalism. Nationalism was rather a 
stepping stone to internationalism. Jcwish civilisation in Palestine should 
form ‘the basis of internationalism. “We must build up our own life, 
develop our own culture and literature, because we bebicve Jewish civilisa- 
tion to be the best. Through the medium of our own country we should 
strive to bring about internationalism.” — . 

The ideal was to aim at cvorlasting poace by means of nationalism. 
But one had to beware of a corrypt nationalism which became Chauvinism. 
The Jews had to respect their poighbour’s rights as woll as their own. 

Tn the task of building up in Palestine a virile lifc, of rebabilitating a 
people on their soil, the cry should be, “ Jews of all countries, unite.” 

A discussion followed. Miss R. Sipkin proposed, and Mr L. Belkine 
seconded a vote of thanks to the lecturer.

To the Editor of THE JEWI8sH CHRONICLE. 


Sin,—I recently received from the Jewish National Fund and 
Women’s Welfare Fand Bazaar in Liverpool (a report of whose proceed- 
ings appeared in your last issue), a letter asking for my support for the 
Bazaar. The letter enclosed a book of raffle tickets for a 14 horse- power 
6 cylinder, 5 seater Armstrong-Siddeley Saloon Motor-Car. I have no 
fault to find with the description of the motor-car, the complete specifica‘ 
tions of which were also given. Ihave insufficient knowledge to judge 
whether the description of the car is accurate. Onthe other hand I do 
possess some knowledge of the aims of the Jewish National Fund, and | 
must say with all respect and.appreciation for the good intentions of the 
Committee, that the aim of the Jewish National Fund as stated in the 
letter sent me is very misleadi:s;g and unworthy of a Zionist. 

The aim of the. Jewish National Fund is not, as the letter states, to 
settle Jewish refugees from Eastern Europe. Its aim is to help in 
the revival of the Jewish Nation by the creation of a Jewish agricultural 
population im Palestine livimg its characteristic cultural life and realising, 
or endeavouring to realise, the highest ideals of our Prophets. Ifit were 
not for this, its true object, the purpose of the Jewish National Fund 
would not greatly differ from the purpose of the agricultural activities of 
the Icain the Argentine, or the Crimean project in Russia. Zionists who 
arrange a function under the patronage of no less important a person than 
the President of the Zionist Organisation, Dr. Weizmann, should take the 
trouble to explain that our Chalutzim in Ein Harod and Nahalal and 
elsewhere in Palestine are notrefugees. Although they may happen to 
come from Eastern Europe, they are solving, or attempting to solve, the 
problem of the Jewish Nation as a whole—the Western branch of it net 
exciuded. 

By stating the real objects, organisers of Zionist functions may lose a 
few purchasers of moter-car_ raffle tickets. They would, however, be 
casting their bread on the waters—bread, not harmful chaff. Zionists at 


least should know their Bible MO: “ What bath the straw 
to do with the wheat.” (Jer. xxiii, 28.).

Transjordan Arab Demands. - 


SIR JOHN CHANCELLOR VISITS THE EMIR. 


[From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. } 


Sir John Chancellor has paid a visit to the Emir Abdullah at Ainman, 
where he was assured that the Transjordan Government will continue to 
co-operate with the Mandatory Power as it did during the tenure of 
office of High Commissioner by Sir He: bert Samuel and Lord Plumer. 
The Premier of Transjordania told Sir John that he hoped that the Dead 
Sea concession and the construction of the Baghdad-Haifa railway would 
greatly promote the prosperity of Transjordania. In the meantime, he 
appealed for a definite British grant-in-aid for a number of years to 
balance the budget and to improve roads, sanitation and education, Sir 
John Chancellor promised to consider the question. 

[1 the course of his stay in the Transjordan capital, the local Arab 
Pati malist leaders have submitted a Memorandum to the new High 
Cowmissioner demanding the repeal of the British-Transjordan Agree- 
ment, the establishment of a democritically-elected Pariiament, the 
freedom of the Press and of assembly. the reduction of taxation, and the 
abandonment of the policy of interference in Transjordan affairs by the 
loca! British Resident. 

In the meantime, the Nationalists continue to advocate the boycott 
of the elections to the Transiordan Legislative Council fixed for 25th 
December. 

An independent Government in Transjordan, subject to the possibility 
of the fulfilment of England’s international obligations and within certain 
specified limits, was promised in 1923 by Sir Herbert Samuel, provided 
that the League of Nations’ approval was gained. The Agreement which 
aliows ior the representation of His Britanic Majesty by a British 
Resident acting on behalf of the High Commissioner for Transjordan has 
not yet been ratified. It cinnot come into force until its acceptance by 
the Constitutional Government to be set up under the Agreement. The 
election of the Transjordan Legislative Council on December 25th is an 
esscntial move in the regulation of the country’s political organisation. 


Attempts to Purchase the Wailing Wall.

PRE-WAR NEGOTIATIONS REVEALED.

It is stated here that before the war two attempts were made by rich 
Russian Jews to purchase the site of the Wailing Wall. The first was by the 
famous Russian sugar king, the late Mr. Lev Brodsky, of Kieff, who 
entered negotiations to pu: chase the site. It is said, however, that after 
@ meeting with the late Mr. Israel Zangwill in Basle, he gave up his plan. 
The negotiations for the purchase of the site were then resumed by 
apother Jewish sugar magnate at Ki ff, the late Mr. Moses Halperin. 
Both sides had already agreed to a price of 150,000 gold francs, but when 
the war broke out the negotiations had to be abandoned. 


“Mr. Nathan Straus and the Mufti of Jerusalem. 
LETTER APPEALING FOR PEACE. 


[From our Correspondent--JERUSALEM. } 


It has just transpired that some time ago Mr. Nathan Straus addressed 
a letter to the Mufti of Jerusalem in connection with the Wailing Wall 
qvestion. He appealed to the Muf i to wse his influence with his Moslem 
Community not to quarrel with the non-Moslems in the country. Until 
now the Mufti has kept the letter as a secret. 
Mr. Straus has frequently contributed to Moslem charities and 
institutions, and is held in high esteem by the Arabs of Palestine. 


Increase in Palestine Citizenship. 
RUSH OF JEWISH APPLICATIONS FOR NATURALISATION. 


There has lately been a large increase in the number of Jewish 
applications for Palestine citizenship, and eight extra oflicials have 
had to be appointed to deal with the accumulation of requests. During 
the past weeks a thousand citizenship certificates were granted. 

Although the Zionist Executive and the Faad Leumi bave for a long 
time urged the necessity of Jews who live inthe Holy Land becoming 
naturalised, the response has not been encouraging until recently. It 
- was suggested at the 1927 meeting of the Permanent Mandates Commis. 
sion of the League of Nations that the reason for this reluctance on the 
part of Jews to become naturalised citizens of Palestine was the fear 
that they would thereby relinquish nationality of their country of origin, 
also that Jewish settlers felt some uncertainty concerning the future of 
Palestine, and did not wish tocommit themselves until they were assured 
of a stable existence. 


Culture Linking East and West. 
SIGNIFICANT BEISAN DISCOVERIES. 


Mr. Alan Rowe, who is carrying on excavations at Beisan, in Pales.- 
tine, the Bethshan of the Old Testament, has made an arch#ological 
discovery of outstanding importance. The Special Correspondent of the 
DAILY TELEGRAPH writes from Cairo that the designs-on a basalt panel 
which has been found at Beisan, Samaria, definitely prove the 
existence of a common civilisation in the East and West before the 
thirteenth and fourteenth centuries, B.C.E. 

The panel is three feet high and was found near the southern end 
of the great temple of the god Mekal, in the level of Thotmes ITI. (1501 to 
1147 B.C.). It is sub-divided into two unequal parts, the r~per represent-

img a dog fighting with a lion, and the lower a majestic lion of Nergal, the 
god of plegue and death. 

Both designs suggest European heraldic devices, and their importance 
Mes largely in their significance as the first definite link between the art 


of ancient Oriental monarchies and that of contemporary Western civilisa- | 


tions, notably Mycenzan, Greece (1400 B.c.). Similar motive and treat- 
are traceable throughout Western Asia Minor. 

For the first time definite evidence is afforded of a common civilisa- 
tion in the East and West before the rise of the Hittites. 

The lion fighting with a dog is a classic Assyro-Babylonian lion. The 
lower portion seems to show the lion being driven away (compare Amos 
fii, verse §&). 

The whole work is magnificent in execution, and the dog resembles 
the finest specimens conserved in the sculptures of the palace of Ashur- 
banipal at Nineveh. The panel was probably placed against the temple 
door. 

Earlier excavations carried out on the site of Bethshan establish the 
probability that this ancient Canaanite fortress was at one time held by 
the Philistines. It is considered that it‘was in a campaign designed to 
capture the fortress that Saul and his sons fell in battle with the Philis- 
tines on Mount Gilboa, which is near the spot. It is recorded in the first 
Book of Samuel that the Philistines put Saul’s armour “in the house of 
Ashtaroth, and they fastened his body to the wall of Bethshan.” 


Land of Israel News Items. 


COLONEL Kis8cR has decided, in view of the pressure of political work 
in connection with the arrival of the new High Commissioner, to remain 
in the country and to abandon his proposed tour in the interests of the 
Keren Hayesod. 

ON account of new differences of opinion between the two Govern- 
ments, the signature of the Palestine-Syrian Commercial Treaty has been 
postponed. 

MR. USSISHKIN has announced the purchase by the Jewish National 
Fund of the historic village of Shunem with 7,500 dunam of land near 
Merchaviah, as well as 1,650 dunam of land at the village Mejdal for the 
settlements of Mizrachi workers. 

Tue United Palestine Appeal has raised 250,000 dollars in America 
during October and November. 

Dr. Louis GINZBERG, the famous Talmudic authority and Professor 
ef Rabbinics at the Jewish Theological Seminary of New York, has 
arrived in Jerusalem, where he is to lecture for one year on Halacha, at 
the Institute of Jewish Studies of the Jerusalem University. 

SCHOLARSHIPS to an amount of over a thousand pounds were granted 
last year to students of the Jerusalem University.

GOLLOP paid tributes to the loyalty of his staff, which, he said, was one 
of the best in the Community. The work of the Classes was being 
hampered by the lack of interest shown by some of the parents. 

Mr. A. FINBURGH proposed a vote of th anks to the Hon. Officers of 
the Classes Committee, to which Mrs. Frank Samuel responded. A 
similar vote was accorded to the Chairman and Mrs. Myer on the motion 
of the Rev. D. Klein.

One of the 
pupils, Hyman Fine, was esaccessful in gaining a prize in the section for 
children under 12 held last Marca at University College in competition with 
children from various classes in’London. The syllabus of-instruction, which 
has recently been revised, is.intended togive the.pupils a practical working 
knowledge of the Hebrew language to enable them to anderstand and to follow 
intelligently the Synagogue Services as well as to give a general acquaintance 
with Jewish history and the teachings, beth ethical and ceremonial), of Judaism. 

The CHAIRMAN said h» regretted that there was not a larger 
attendance of parents. The Classes had been established for ten vears, 
and throughout that period the Rev. M. Rosenbaum had taken a great 
interest in them. Mr. Rosenbaum, and the teaching staff, had 
their heart and soul in the work, and they were doing their utmost to 
teach the younger generation the principles of the Jewish religion. 
Unfortunately, the good work that they were doing and the sacrifices 
that were made were not appreciated by some of the parents. There 
was no doubt about it that the religious education given there was the 
best that could possibly be given, and parents ought to see that their 
children attended regularly. | 

Mr. H. HARRIS, in proposing a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, 
said thatthe Rev. M. Rosenbaum was a great asset to the classes. Con- 
sidering the short time that the classes had been es tablished, he thought 
they had done very well.

Ehrengott won the Junior DraughtsyChampionship. Other successes in the St. 
Pancras Federation were Junior Billiards, Senior Ping-Pong, and Senior 
Draughts. The Debating Society has started once again and promises to do 
welt. There is a keen and enthusiastic gymnasium and physical training class 
under thie direction of Mr. Corner. Other activities in the club which we hope 
to start in the near future are wireless, first aid, dramatics, and a concert party.

Joseph was the first 
Hebrew to whom was applied the tefm slave, and he was the first Hebrew 
to suffer captivity in an alien lind. He was the prototype of the Jew of 
the Diaspora. He went to Egypt despised and cruelly treated. The 
problem Joseph had to face in Egypt they faced every day. The Jew 
rarely forgot to tend other vineyards, but his own vineyards he did not 
tend. Their Judaism to-day was an anemic Judaism; they wanted new 

lood. Zion to-day was a beleaguered city ; if they wanted to save their 
city it was not sufficient merely to rely upon their defences, but they had 
to attack the enemy without. Their Temple, their Judaism, rested upon 
three pillars: the home, the synagogue and the school. It was in the 
Jewish home that the de-~tiny of Judaism would be decided. The fire in 
their homes should be a rval fire and not a reflection. He(the Preacher) 
undertook, as their spiritusl leader, to devote the first fruits, the best 
fruits, of his labours to God and to Judaism.

Hayes School for Jewish Boys. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 

The following is an abstract of the twenty-seventh annual report of 
the Managers of the Hayes School for Jewish Boys, Hayes, Middlesex : 

At the end of the school year the number of boys on the register was 62. 
Fifteen boys were admitted during the year from London. Of the 25 boys who 
left the schoo! between January ist, 1924, 1nd December 3ist, 1925, the report at 
the end of 1927 states that 21 were satisfactory, 3 fairly satisfactory, and 1 unsatis- 
factory. At the expense of reiteration, the Managers have again to observe that 
the “ quality’ of the delinquent or neglecte? boys admitted makes their task 
one of exceptioual difficulty. Many of the boys would, if they were not members 
of the Jewish Community, be sent to special schools for mentally defective or 
border-line cases. It has been the policy to admit every case without any 
reservation as to physical, mental or mora! defect, in order to avoid their being 
sent toa non-Jewish home. That the old boys realise, and are grateful for, the 
work which the School is accomplishing, is reflected in the visits they pay, and 
the correspondence by means of which they keep in touch with the School. 
There has been no change in the curriculam. There is probably no other 
school in which manual occupation plays a more prominent part. The value 
of the training given is retilected by the fact that practically the whole of the 
repairs and repainting of the School fabric were carried out by the boys. 
Physical training comtmues to receive special! attention, which the Managers 
consider imperative. Cricket, football,and other games are played regularly, and 
material for indoor games is provided. The religious instruction is given by the 
hea:Imaster, who also conducts the services on Sabbaths and Festivals. The con- 
duct and discipline have been satisfactory and the genera! hea!'h of the boys dur. 
ing the year has been good. The Managers place on record their indebtedness ta 
the hon. and salaried Medica) Officers, to the Headmaster, Mr. I. Ellis, and hia 
staff, and to Mrs. Ellis, the secretary. The report concludes: “ Sufficient has 
been indicated in this report to show the necessity for assisting lads who find 
it dificult to fend for themselves, or to keep their situations. If it were not 
for the timely assistance given them, the only alternative facing them would 
bea life ofcrime. From this the very large majority are saved, much to the 
credit of the Community. ‘The Managers, therefore, appeal to their friends for 
their continued support, and, they hope, through them, to a wider public for 
additional subscriptions, to enable them to continue their after-care work and 
maintain the high standard of efficiency for which the schoo! is noted”

LIVERPOOL. 


Later Records of Liverpool Jews. 


Mr. Bertram B. Benas, B.A., LL.B., delivered a lantern lecture last 
week before the members of the Historic Society of Lancashire and 
Cheshire, at the Roya! Institution, on the subject: “Later Records 
of the Jews in Liverpool.” Mr. F.C. Larkin, F.R.C.S., Vice- 
President, was in the chair. Mr. Benas said that they were indebted 
for almost all that they knew concerning the beginnings of the settle. 
ment of Jews in Liverpool to his father (the late Mr. B. L. Benas, 
J.P), who had contributed to the Transactions of their Society “ The 
Records of the Jews in Liverpool” and the article on Liverpool to 
the Jewish Encyclopedia, together with other monographs on Liver. 
pool Jewish History. His late father had indicated in the ~ Kecords,” 
published in 1900, the tendency of the evolution of non-Jewish places 
of worship in Jewish Synagogues. That had proc-eeded apace since 
then. The first of these adoptions and adaptations was the Fountains Road 
Synagogue, Kirkdale, which was consecrated tor the purpose in 158s, Prior 
thereto it had been a temporary Catholic Chapel. Some eight years 
later the next conversion of an ecclesiastical Dnilding originally of a 
non-Jewish character into a Synagogue “was that in Crown Street, 
contiguous to the corner of Pa !dington, which Synagogue was to-day in 
the process of rebuilding. The Congregation which had opened the 
building for Jewish use migrated, through the expansion of its member- 


ship, to what became known as the Central Synagogue in the year 190s,. 


the congregation having hitherto denominated its Synagogue “ . he 
New Beth-Hamedrash.” The Central Synagog .e building had been erected 
in 1946 by the Presbyterians. The Synagogue in Russell Street, became a 
Jewish place of worshi; some thirty yearsago. It was built in 1810 
as an undenominational chapel. It became known as the Great 
Synagogue, and the congregation removed in 1925 to the large 
building in Grove Street, which had formerly been a United Methodist 
Chapel, built in 1875. In 1927 the old Great Synagogue building 
in Russell Street was taken over by the Nusack Sfard Congregation. 
“The Shaw Street Synagogue took over what had been a Welsh Wesleyan 
Methodist Chapel (built in 1464) some twenty years ago. In 1912 a Syna- 
gogue was opened in Walnut Street by the Congregation, denominated 
the “Teferet Israel.” The building had been formerly a mission hal! 
associated with the Pembroke Baptist Chapel. The Wallasey Synagogue 
in Falkland Road, Egremont, which was opened in 1911, had been built 
in 1463 as a Nonconformist Chapel. The Congregations in Laurel Koad, 
Fairfield, at 67-69, Crown Street, and in Chester Street, Birkenhead, 
were located in premises which were not, from an architectural point 
of view, originally ecclesiastical buildings ; and there were a few other 
groups (including the new “ Liberal” Congregation) meeting similarly. 
The lecturer proceeded to give an account of several of the more modern 
Jewish Institutions in the city and the development of co-operative 
endeavour which characterised the period. A feature of this develop- 
ment was the conversion of premises into Institutional Halls, and the 
lecturer gave as instances the Zionist tall, the Jewish Centre, the 
Jewish Girls’ Club, the Jewish Lads’ Ciub, the seyeral Friendly Society 
fnstitates, the Board of Guardians and the Sheltering Home among 
philanthropic orgavisations, and the Talmud Torahs, the Yeshiba and the 
Hyman and Freda Graft Institute in the educational sphere. Thanks 
were accorded to the lecturer, on the motion.of Dr. R. T.-Bailey, A 
discussion followed.

Divorce.—'The decrees nisi in the following matrimonial causes have 
been made absolute: Pereira v. Pereira and Wright; Slot v. Slot, other.

Alleged Theft of Shares.—Mr. Justice Wright, in the King’s Bench 
Division of the High Court of Justice, delivered a reserved judgment in 
favour of Defendants in four actions brought by Messrs. Lb. and J. Horr 
against Insurance Companies under policies of Insurance in respect to 
shares of the stated value of £430,000, which plaintiffs asserted bad been 
stolen in the course of a railway journeyin Lithuania. Apart from some 
technical points which His Lordship declared invalidated the policies, he 
found that in fact there was no robbery of the shares as stated. He had 
come to the conclusion, he said, that Mr. Jacob Hoff was the leader of 
the Hoff brothers and was an ambitious man, and that while Mr. 
Benjamin Hoff was astute «nd ingenious the other brothers had less 
strength of character. He (his Lordship) could not rely on the word of 
any of the Hoff brothers, and with other witnesses, also, there seemed 
to be a tendency to sacrifice truth to expediency. He did not wish to 
speak too harshly of those exiles from Rus-ia, but the various difficulties 
and temptations which they had met with had perhaps dulled their 
interest in veracity. 


There was an entire conflict of evidence which caused serious 
difficulties. There was no suggestion that Mr. Elias Hoff, who was said 
to have been robbed of the shares when asleep in the train, was dragged ; 
80 his sleep in the train must have been natural sleep, and if the robbery 
could have been effected without awaking him it must have been an 
extraordinarily deep slumber. The evidence of the railway guard and of 
the Customs and pass<port officers was more convincing than that of Mr, 
Hoff. He (this Lordship), was not satisfied that the trunk which was 
supposed to have contained the shares and to have been stolen, was full, 
or that Mr. Hoff was asleep, as he said he was ; and he was satisfied that 
there was no lossatall. Mr. Jacob Hoff was the leading spirit among 
the brothers, and whatever his financial position was at the time he 
was ofa very speculative disposition. Thelure of a chance of obtaining 
a large payment in cash had proved too attractive to him. 

Judgment with costs was therefore given against the plaintiffs. The 
case had lasted thirty-six working days and evidence had been tendered 
in seven different languages. 


Bankruptcy.—T he first meeting oi creditors was held at the London Bank. 
ruptcy Buildings, of SoLomon Pett, trading as Sidney Pell, turf commission 
agent, lately carrying on business at 7, Moorfields. The receiving order was made 
against him on November 22 on the petition of the London and Provincial 
Sporting News Agency, Ltd. Mr. Daniel Williams (Official Receiver) reported 
that in May, 1928, the debtor’s business enabled him to pay his way; but in 
that month the petitioners began an action against him and two other persons 
for * passing on racing news.’’ The action was tried in the King’s Bench 
Division before Mr. Justice McKinnon, when judgment was given against 
him for £2 damages which he paid, and costs upwards of £1,000 jointly and 
severally. He could not pay the costs, and a judgment was signed against 
him followed by the bankruptey proceedings. The debtor estimated his 
liabilities at £900 to two creditors, and his assets consisted of one £1 share in 
a small company he had formed. The meeting was closed and the estate 
remains in the hands of the Official Receiver. 


An order of discharge, subject to a suspension of one year, was 
granted at the London Bankruptcy Court, to PHILIP RIDGEWAY, play 
producer, of Charing Cross Road. The debtor failed in May, 1928, with 
provable debts £8,663, and assets £85. He attributed his insolveacy to 
losses of £20,000 over the productions of * The Blue Train” and “ Cocoa- 
nuts” in London and the provinces last year. The application was 
opposed by the Official Receiver, chiefly on the ground of rash, hazardous 
speculation. 

Quarrel in a Theatre Queue.—A dispute among a number of 
people waiting in a queae for a first night performance at the Princes 
Theatre, resulted in SAMUEL GRANT, a furrier, of Melrose Avenue, 
Cricklewood, being charged on r-mind at Bow Street Police Court with 
maliciously wounding Mr, Barnett Wartski, shop manager, of Chandos 
Road, Cricklewood. Mr, .artski’s case was that he reserved six stools 
in the pit queue for the firs: performance of “ Funny Face,” and arrived 
at 10 a.m. Just before the doors ovened in the evening he left his position 
te count the people in front, when Grant, who was in the queue, strack 
him in the face. He iost consciousness, and was taken to hospital. 
Later, he found that Grant was a neighbour, whose back garden was 
adjacent to hisown. Grant said that Mr. Wartski grabbed him by the 
arm and exclaimed, “WJut of here; you have no right to be here.” 
Thinking that he was going to strike him, he got in the first blow, but 
did nt mean toknock the mandown. Grant was bound over to come up 
for conviction if called upoa, and was ordered to pay £15 15s. costs. 


Obstructing the Police.—Last Friday, at Bow Street Police Court, 
DAVID LEVENSON, 33, an actor, of Gower Street, W.C., SAMUEL RICH- 
MAN, 32, an agent, of Richardson Street, Commercial Road, and MARK 
GODFREY, 29. a company director, of Park Lane, W., were accused of 
obstructing the police. “Levenson and Godfrey were also accused of 
assaulting a detective. Detective Green said the three men were in 4& 
crowd surrounding two policemen who were trying to arrest 2 woman in 
Leicester Square at 2.15 a.m. Later he was following two men in 
Wardour Street when Levenson shouted, “ Here’s those detectives again.” 
Godfrey and Levenson, he alleged, struck him. Levenson was fined £5 
for assault and the other ‘wo men £2 each for obstructing the police, 
The assault charge against Godfrey was dismissed. 


Charge of Diamond Smuggling.—A petty officer of the liner “ Belgen- 
land,” together with Leo Ginsberg, a New York jeweller, has been arrested 
in connection with the discovery of 50,000 dollars worth of diamonds on 
board that vessel on Saturday after its arrival at New York from Antwerp. 
The United States Attorney has questioned both men; whohave been 
detained for the assembling of a grand jury. Bail of 16,000 dollars has 
been allowed in the case of the petty officer and of 5,000 dollars in the 


case of Ginsberg.

I have no doubt you will follow your previous practice and take the Report 
and Accounts as read. 

The Report and Accounts have now been in your hands for some days and 
I feel confident that you will agree with me that the results obtained may be 
regarded as very satisfactory notwithstanding suggestions to the contrary which 
have recently appeared in the City Columns of a well-known London morning 
paper. I shall deal with these statements, I hope, to your satisfaction, in the course 
of the statement which I am about to make to you and I trust you will leave this 
meeting feeling that not only can we congratulate ourselves on what we have 
achieved in the year under review, but that the prospects for the future are very 
bright.

The net profit for the corresponding period of last year was £14,821 13s. 1d,, 
8 figure which we have multiplied nearly eight times this year. 

In view of questions which have been raised in the paper to which I have 
referred as to this year’s profits, and to the suggestions made therein that 
the actual profit on trading was only £4,166, I desire te state that the sum 
of £104,166, which is stated in the Directors’ Report and in the Accounts 
to be the net profit for the year, is the amount of the net trading profit derived

7d.), and the amount brought forward 
from last year as previously mentioned, viz., £3,524 8s, lld. (these two items 
making a total of £107,690 15s. 6d.), less the 10 per cent. Interim Dividend 
amounting to £7,500 paid on April Ist, 1928, the balance thus arrived at being 
the figure of £100,190 15s, 6d. shown in the Balance Sheet.

At the time of that payment it was arranged between the other Directors 

of the Company on its behalf and myself that I should utilise £25,000 of the sum 

to me in subscribing for 25,000 shares at par, which was then done, the shares 

being allotted to me later, on 14th December, 1927. As a matter of 


fact it was originally intended that £25,000 of the parchase price payable to me

This sale of shares 
having been effected explains why the item of £100,000 appears for the second time 
under the heading “ Less sold for shares transferred to Investment Accoun$ 
at Cost.”’ 

In view of the fact that the consideration receivable by this Company tools 
the form of fully paid shares in the Overseas Company, I accepted in settlement 
of the balance (£35,000) then payable to me by this Company in respect of the 
world rights (save as excepted) 140,000 fully paid shares of the Overseas Company, 
being the number of shares at par corresponding to the amount of the balance 
of the purchase price payable to me. 

The balance of 360,000 fully paid shares of 5s. cach in the Overseas Company

Your Board have been told by certain shareholders that a special circular 
should have been sent regarding this matter.

As the Directirs are confident that this seating will prove an increasingly 
profitable souree of business, they propose to make arrangements to acquire the

BWANA MKUBWACO?PER MINING 


The ordinary general meeting of the Bwana M’ Kubwa Copper Mining Co., 
Litd., was held on December 18th, at the Cannon Street Hotel, K.C. 

Sir Edmund Davis (Chairman and Managing Director) said that the loss 
of £169,784 for the year was largely due to thre fact that it hai been thonght 
better policy, with a view to fulure results, to stripthe fulllength of the ore body 
on the line of strike, owing to which the ore mined was ofa lowergrade thau the 
average reserve of the mine.

Probably as much of Dickens as can ever be put upon the boards has 
been captured by Mr. Dean's copious production. For eight of the well-known 
scenes from the “Papers crowd-consciousness, benevolence, and simple 
joy in eating and drinking are the broad characteristics that hold the house. 
There are all the elements of a holiday-season success of the pleasantest 
and cleanest kind ; only the over-fastidious will jib at its heartiness. For 
those who have watched his progress, the amazing tour de force of Mr. Charles 
Laughtc:'’s genius in the well-upholstered skin of Mr. Pickwick marks him 
now as the most versatile of our younger actors. The stolid face, curious 
gait, and quick movements which lent horrible fascination to his Man with 
Red Hair are unbelievably transformed into pure benevolence. A multi- 
tudinous cast gives a distinguished performance,.in which it would be invidious 
to single out particular merits, save perhaps those of Sergeant Buzfuz ( Bruce 
Winston), whose purple patches of eloquence reduced the audience to tearful 
laughter, Sam Weller (Eliot Makeham) who corresponded exactly to at least 
One spectators imaginary picture of that immortal; and Alfred Jingle (George 
Curzon), whose staccato wit was the gem of the dialogue.

Then after a more placid interlude by 
Leo Cherniavsky on the violoncello, we settled down to listen to the heavy 
work of the evening— Tschaikovsky’s “‘A Minor” Trio, the first movement of 
which is as near to sublimity as anything the composer ever wrote. But by 
a violent re-arrangement of the tempo, and also by treating the movement 
more as though it were a mere prelude to the second variation movement, 
the artists at times reduced Tschaikovsky’s sublimity to absurdity ; passages 
intended to express a dominating grandeur were twisted into conveying the 
impression of a domineering Hector, and the organic and philosophic unity 
of the movement was completely destroyed. But—to turn to praise—the 
artists caught remarkably the spirit and essential quality of each variation 
in the second movement, and went on to conclude with a finale as majestic 
in its grandeur as anyone could desire. If only these three brothers would 
get out of the habit of exaggerating isolated passages to the ruin of the work 
as a whole we should not have to write this half-plaintive, half-regretful 
criticism. H. C. 5. 

Bernard Connet has a voice of a quality that can only be described 
as in great need of pruning. It has that richness which obscures the clear 
flow of melody, although individual notes and phrases are often quite beautif ul, 
In some quiet and simple songs Mr. Connet achieves artistic success, but this 
can be said of so many singers nowadays that it lends no distinction to 
anyone with pretensions to musical interpretation, It is curious that a singer 
of Mr. Connet’s undoubted ability should leave One so cold ; yet he simply 
has not the potency of personality that can translate itself into and through 
music. He renders; he does not interpret. That is why most of his singing 
is lifeless, despite its correct modulation and his care for time and expression. 
On Monday at the Wigmore Hall those songs which needed the lightest of 
touches were sung best: the type exemplified ii Thomas Ford’s “Come 
Phillis.” One lovely song, Rummiel’s “ Twilight,” wa sung until the last

Auntie’s Chat, 

I had something to say recently about the manner in which, at 
various stages of his history, the Jew has set at defiince the current 
tendency of the age for the purpose of preserving intact his own 
religious and racial values. I gave various instances of this. I think 
it important to point out, however, that while no sacrifice is deemed 
too great when principles—high and holy principles—are at stake, 
Jewish teaching condemns the wanton acd unnecessary flying in the 
face of public opinion. 


THE UNCONVENTIONAL, 

There are some Jews who think it clever to appear unconven- 
tional, to attract attention to themselves by disregarding public opinion 
and setting at deflance the code of good manners aod behaviour by 
which society is regulated. Such conduct is properly frowned on by 
Jewish teaching, The Talmud tells us, in the words of Kabbi Samuel 
bar Nachman, that the satisfaction of public opivion was a religious 
ohigation, which was enjoined inthe Torah. the Prophets and Holy 
Writings. He quotes the injunction of Moses to the tribes of Reuben, 
Gad and half Menasseh, when he bade them cross the Jordan to help 
their brethren gain their inheritance before settling down themselves 
in the territory they had chosen. “Then,” he said, “ ye shall be clear 
before the Lord and before Israci.” Lt was not enough to fulfil their 
religious duty ; they had to earm the commendation of public opinion: 


A STRANGE ALTAR. 


Then Nachmani (as R. Samuel bar Nachman was known) reminds 
us of another, very dramatic, incident in connection with the same 
two-and-a-half tribes. We are toid in the Book of Joshua how, when 
they had fulfilled their obligation, and had crossed back over the 
Jordan, they set up an altar of sacrifice and the news reached the 
other tribes, who suspected them of relapsing into idoiairy. They 
prepared for war to wipe out the abomination, but first they sent a 
mission consisting of Phinehas, the priest, and ten. princes to enquire 
the meaning of the structure that had been pat up. The two-and-a- 
half tribes had a perfectly good explanation. They did not want their 
p'ysical and geographical separation from their brethren to cut them 
off from their common religion. They were very concerned, however, 
to stand right in the eyes of public opinion, and they prefaced their
